It consists of a coordinating staff in 
Washington, D.C. and 16 Clearinghouses located at universities or with professional organizations across 
the country. These Clearinghouses, each responsible for a particular educational area, are an integral part 
of the ERIC system. The Clearinghouses are listed on the inside back cover. 


Organization of Journal: Resources in Education is made up of resumes and indexes. The resumes 
provide descriptions of each document and abstracts of their content. Resumes appear in a “Document 
Section” and are numbered sequentially by an accession number beginning with a prefix ED (ERIC 
Document). The indexes appear in an “Index Section” and provide access to the Resumes by Subject, 
Personal Author, Institution, and Publication Type. 


Availiability of Documents: The documents cited in Resources in Education, except as noted, are 
available from the ERIC Document Reproduction Service (EDRS), in both microfiche (MF) and paper copy 
(PC), or microfiche only. Availability in microfiche only may be determined by the source, for proprietary 
or copyright reasons, or by ERIC for reasons related to legibility and reproducibility. The price per 
document is based on the number of pages and is subject to change over time. An ERIC Price Code 
Schedule permits the user to convert all price codes to actual dollar amounts. Current price information 
for documents, microfiche, and subscriptions to microfiche collections is to be found in the section entitled

stracts) documents of interest to the educational 
community (including researchers, teachers, stu- 
dents, school board members, school administra- 
tors, counselors, etc.). Each issue announces 
approximately 1,100 documents and provides in- 
dexes by Subject, Personal Author, Institution, Pub- 
lication Type, and ERIC Clearinghouse Number. 
This special Computer Output Microfiche (COM) 
edition is prepared directly from the ERIC magnetic 
tape database prior to publication of the printed 
journal and therefore is lacking the cover and other 
regular introductory and advertising matter con- 
tained in the printed journal. The COM edition con- 
tains only the first three of the five indexes in the 
printed edition. The first accession in each issue of 

RIE is the issue itself. In this way, the monthly 

microfiche collection for each issue is immediately 

preceded by a microfiche index to that collection.

Eighteen key individuals from the business, labor, 
and training sectors and other organizations con- 
cerned with the purchase of private training pro- 
grams were consulted in an effort to determine the 
role of Canada’s federal government and New 
Brunswick's provincial government in quality assur- 
ance for consumers of private training programs. 
There was general agreement that the primary role 
of government in training quality assurance should 
be limited to the following: consumer education and 
advocacy, development of a voluntary registration 
process to be made available to all training provid- 
ers, and encouragement and facilitation of program 
accreditation options. The consultation findings 
were used as a basis for developing a proposed ap- 
proach to quality assurance of ee programs.

The 
respondents’ expectations concerning the assess- 
ment reform focused on encouragement, rewards, 
and equality.

Over the past 2 decades, a considerable and con- 
sistent body of evaluation evidence has accumu- 
lated indicating that the public policies and 
programs created during that period for disadvan- 
taged youth have not resulted in significant, 
long-term changes in the lives of those youth. Data 
say that an increasing number and percent of youth 
are disadvantaged in their crucial, formative years. 
If public social policy is to help these young people 
achieve decent economic lives, its approach must be 
changed. For the past several decades, social policy 
has attempted to improve the long-term economic 
prospects of youth from poor communities primar- 
ily by means of a wide variety of discrete, short-term 
programs aimed at specific problems and age 
groups. Even when longer, more comprehensive 
programs have been tried, they have usually suc- 
cumbed to funding and implementation difficulties. 
A better tactic would involve a developmental ap- 
proach. Such an approach would include the follow- 
ing: (1) a practical, compelling, and limited theory 
of action; (2) a problem to solve and ways to mea- 
sure its solution; (3) joint ventures between sectors; 
and (4) an emphasis on private involvement and 
capacity building. To implement such a plan, a new 
institutional vehicle may be needed—neither liberal 
nor conservative, Democratic nor Republican, but 
only representative of American practicality. It 
should be: (1) a special, public-private vehicle to test 
a new approach on a serious scale; (2) funded by 
diverting from current agencies that portion of their 
youth funding that currently goes to coordination or 
community process initiatives; and (3) required to 
establish goals and measures and report publicly on 
progress toward achieving them. Establishing such 
a vehicle may be politically impossible. That does 
not prevent new approaches from being tried, as 
they are being even now.

The “sort and select” principle 
has given rise to a set of destructive policies and 
practices that are impeding efforts to prepare the 
U.S. work force for a global economy and have high 
hidden costs. A new educational system is needed 
that will not only put everyone to work but also 
make everyone productive. Educators must set high 
standards and move all students toward those stan- 
dards by taking the following steps: teach explicitly 
the constructive model of the nature of develop- 
ment and learning capability; build learners’ 
self-confidence by structuring training and working 
cultures with rigorous standards; and instruct learn- 
ers in effective effort. Polaroid Corporation’s Inner 

City, Inc., is an example of how programs based on 

these principles can tielp unemployed and underem- 

ployed populations in inner cities develop the skills 
required in a global economy.

Research conducted during the Youth Research 

and Technical Assistance project established that 

the process of designing effective job training /em- 
ployment programs for at-risk youth can be framed 


in terms of the following broad themes: focusing on 
youth as youth by developing program designs that 
are appropriate for their age and level of develop- 
ment; connecting work and learning by providing 
opportunities for youth to develop basic and cogni- 
tive skills in a “real world” context; providing op- 
portunities for longer-term sequences of services; 
and promoting quality in a decentralized system. 
Among the elements that must be included in a 
longer-term, comprehensive system of services for 
youth are the following: flexible entry/exit through 
a developmental sequence of programs and services; 
mechanisms to match youth to appropriate services 
and track their progress over time; community-wide 
interagency partnerships to provide long-term, 
comprehensive services; and a variety of program 
strategies. The following elements are key to pro- 
moting quality in a decentralized system: active in- 
vestment in capacity building and professional 
development; an assessment system providing accu- 
rate information for matching youth to services, as- 
sessing gains, and tracking progress through a 
sequence of services; and a clearly defined, mean- 
ingful set of program outcomes that form the basis 
for an ongoing performance management system.

Labor reports and other publications examining 
youth employment and training (E&T) programs 
were reviewed, and the findings were synthesized 
into a proposed framework for reviewing current 
and recommended directions for youth E&T pro- 
grams with consideration for available research on 
youth development. It was discovered that the most 
effective youth E&T programs have been those de- 
signed with consideration for the findings of re- 
search on youth development. It was therefore 
recommended that program designers/providers 
take the following actions: (1) shift their focus from 
defining success primarily in terms of short-term 
changes in knowledge or behavior to defining suc- 
cess in terms of changes in perception and process- 
ing that can have more lasting implications; (2) 
improve their understanding of adolescent develop- 
ment and adolescent thinking, their commitment to 
providing not only services but also supports, and 
their ability to tailor program times and offerings to 
the needs of their youth; (3) realize that young peo- 
ple targeted for second-change youth E&T pro- 
grams should not be expected to benefit from 
programs modeled after adult programs; (4) remem- 
ber that young people are influenced not just by 
programs but also by their larger environment; and 
(5) give noncollege-bound youth the same time for 
“floundering” that is provided for college-bound 
youth.

By beginning the 
dialogue journal with the teacher or tutor, students 
feel less threatened and generally are more willing 
to write. Students’ writing skills are not evaluated in 
dialogue journals; students are encouraged to focus 
on what they are writing rather than how it is writ- 
ten. A spinoff of the dialogue journal is a self-esteem 
journal with assignments that get the students think- 
ing about aspects of their life that they may not have 
considered before. The teacher puts quotations, say- 
ings, or parts of essays into the student's journal. 
Normally, the quotes would center around a partic- 
ular theme, such as self-esteem or a positive atti- 
tude. Suggestions for teachers include the following: 
not being afraid to experiment, asking the students, 
repeating assignments that work, being patient, get- 
ting students comfortable with writing, and writing 
with the students.

A plan to de-escalate fighting behaviors at an in- 
ner-city elementary school was implemented. It is 
believed that factors contributing to the problem 
were: low socio-economic status; a lack of parental 
supervision at home; a lack of parental involvement 
at school; a high level of criminal activity surround- 
ing the schools; overcrowded class areas; and an 
absence of structured behavior change program. 
The program was designed to decrease fighting be- 
haviors exhibited among intermediate grade (3-5) 
elementary students.

Looking back at the debates about public school- 
ing in the 1820s can be especially important today 
when Congress seeks to reinscribe the same defini- 
tions of schooling that the working class leaders 
tried to resist in the 19th century. On the platform 
for the New York Working Man's Party in 1829 was 
“equal education,” a term that meant different 
things to different members of the party. While one 
faction believed that a shift in the distribution of 
power would come about through universal literacy, 
another believed that a radical restructuring of what 
constitutes schooling would be necessary to effect 
any change. The Working Man’s party included sev- 
eral thinkers who critically examined education 
available to the rich and found it generally “use- 
less”; worse, they found that it taught values that 
reinforced class distinctions. Unfortunately, the 
party's radical educational objectives—one of which 
called for a boarding school in which all class dis- 
tinctions would be wiped away-were ultimately re- 
jected; the party folded shortly after the electoral 
victory of 1829 partly because other political parties 
appropriated elements of its majority platform. 
Meanwhile, the aristocratic Whig party continued 
to further its objectives, which called for public edu- 
cation to further the nation’s capacity to “build, 
transport, manufacture, mine, nagivate, [and] for- 
tify.” The early school system generally taught tra- 
ditional values of submissiveness and acceptance of 
one’s lot in life, respect for elders, commitment to 
work and activity, and rote memorization. In short, 
the curriculum did nothing to further critical liter- 
acy.

Educators must continue to nurture those pro- 
cesses that involve social negotiation and stem from 
the home and community by engaging students who 
come from various racial/ethnic groups and their 
classmates in various collaborative learning struc- 
tures.

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Controlling “literacy processes” was a concern of 

members of the dominant culture during the Pro- 
gressive Era (about 1890-1917). Educators wanted 
to set students on the “right” course before formal 
schooling was over. Four history textbooks from the 
era share a general sense of what is required for 
public literacy, but they present multiple public lit- 
eracies, not a singular, uniform idea. The most im- 
portant thing these historians shared was their 
devotion to progress, on the one hand, and conflict, 
on the other, all of which they expressed using the 
rhetoric of the American jeremiad. The first thing 
students needed to know to be publicly literate, ac- 
cording to the history textbooks, is what kind of 
shape the nation was in relation to the achievement 
of the “promise” of America. For historians Samuel 
Foreman, and James Alton James and Albert Hart 
Sanford, students did not need to get actively in- 
volved in maintaining the promise, because the 
forces of providence (with their able assistants, 
members of the dominant culture) could maintain it. 
The rhetoric of the “steady” jeremiad in these text- 
books is understated, because the textbooks are 
quite functional—students need to stay the course, 
and the course is progress. For other historians, such 
as David Muzzey, and Charles and Mary Beard, the 
fiery rhetoric of an “active” jeremiad was designed 
to inculcate a sense of public literacy that required 
active participation in the movement of the nation 
toward the achievement of progress. (NKA)

Understanding the ideas of chaos theory and spec- 
tra of teachers’ beliefs about literacy provides an 
additional method of examining, organizing, and in- 
terpreting the complex research findings in the area 
of literacy teachers’ thought processes. Historically, 
research paradigms in the area of teacher thought 
processes have ranged from the process-product to 
classroom ethnography. Studies of teacher thinking 
and knowledge in relation to literacy practices have 
been designed to document the relationship be- 
tween teacher belief systems and instructional be- 
haviors or decisions relating to student literacy. The 
range of findings in such studies suggests a complex 
interplay of teacher beliefs and behaviors. S. G. 
Madison uses the metaphor of a spectrum to de- 
scribe the range of teacher beliefs about literacy, 
their knowledge, and planning and decision-making 
processes. Examining more complex systems of 
teacher beliefs and the nature of literacy teacher 
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behavior is possible under the theory of chaos, the 
study of nonlinear dynamic systems. The object of 
research becomes description and understanding of 
complex educational systems such as those which 
represent teacher thought processes and beliefs as 
they operate within the literacy classroom.

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The mass media are at odds with the public on 

issues concerning privacy, i.e., issues concerning 


whether private information about a person should 
be printed in a newspaper or magazine. In a 1982 
survey, one journalist/respondent said his or her 
newspaper “almost always” favored the public's 
right to know over a person's right to privacy. Un- 
fortunately, for many journalists ethics consisis 
mainly of objective or unbiased reporting. Ques- 
tions about whether private information about an 
individual should be printed are too often reduced 
to legal technicalities. One ethical code that would 
be useful for journalists stems from Judeo-Christian 
teaching. Considering persons as ends in them- 
selves, this code would ask the journalist how he or 
she could best show love for the subject in question 
or the community. Two sample cases show how this 
code might be applied. In the first, an editor reaches 
the decision not to print information about a com- 
munity leader’s past. He arrives at the following 
policy: private details of a person's life may be pub- 
lished when not doing so would cause damage to 
that person or to the public. In another case, an 
editor reaches a decision to print information that a 
local surgeon has tested HIV positive; his reasoning 
is that harm could come to both the surgeon and his 
patients if the information remains unpublished.

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In this paper a relationship is established between 
writing and early literacy in young children. The age 
at which early literacy begins to develop in young 
children varies with each child. For many children, 
literacy begins to appear in activities such as pre- 
tend play, drawing, conversations about storybook 
plots, and conversations about words or signs or 
labels. The development of this early literacy is a 
social process embedded in social relationships, par- 
ticularly in children’s relationships with parents, 
siblings, friends, caretakers, and teachers. Readiness 
for school is now regarded as influenced by familial, 
institutional, and community variables. Between the 
ages of one and five, children learn to use symbols 
to create and communicate meaning. These symbols 
can be used to make up stories, draw images, and 
later on to write stories. R. Charlesworth (1992) 
offers extensive suggestions for providing print ex- 
periences for children, such as the following: (1) call 
attention to the conventions of print while writing 
down children’s dictation; (2) point out the uses of 
print materials (such as phone books, storybooks, 
shopping lists, greeting cards, menus, and maga- 
zines) as children use these materials in dramatic 
play; and (3) model reading behavior by reading 
when the children are reading (such as during a 
library or rest period). J. A. Brewer (1992) suggests 
that children pass through a number of stages in 
literacy development, including the scribble stage, 
the linear repetitive stage; the random letter stage, 
the letter-name or phonetic stage, the transitional 
spelling stage, and the conventional spelling stage. 
Early literacy is believed to contribute to success in 
learning at each level. (Contains 10 references.)

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On-line writing can disrupt conventions; it can 
challenge the way writers write in the classroom; 
however, after logging off, the writer re-enters the 
academy and its more traditional ways of inscribing 
student ‘subjectivities. The question is asked if edu- 
cators, when arguing for the freedom of el 
classrooms, are taking into consideration the mate- 
rial conditions in which students write outside of the 
classroom? On-line conversations may create the 
sense that the writer works and speaks in a safe, 
unconstrained and ideologically empty space-in a 
space where he or she is not physically identified 
and categorized. Computer users might ask why 
they find themselves searching for a face and a body 
given that pseudonyms are framed as the most 
“freeing” of ways to challenge limiting and restric- 
tive identities. Maybe they have to satisfy surpris- 
ingly essentialist needs for a visible connection 
between writing and writer. This act of “naming” 
that computer users perform either unconsciously 
or consciously could be read as perpetuating soci- 
ety’s hegemonic namings. By calling some anony- 
mous writer “female” or “woman” after reading her 
entries, perhaps computer users are merely re-sub- 
scribing to the strategies of the dominant essentialist 
voice-re-inscribing a gendered self to the self that 
they had been so euphoric about deconstructing or 
exploding on screen in writing. It is concluded that 
what on-line writing does is mystify and obscure the 
“material” imprints of institutional patriarchy, im- 
prints that students will have to deal with when 
writing outside the classroom. (TB) 
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There is virtue in the movement recently begun 
within academic discourse that moves personal ex- 
pression into professional writing. But before aca- 
demics can understand why it works, they must first 
acknowledge that at times it does not work. A case 
in point would be Jane Tompkins’ essay, “Me and 
My Shadow,” which is predicated on a metaphoric 
split between a professional and personal voice. The 
essay is not a good example of the personal essay 
because the dichotomy it sets up between the per- 
sonal and the professional is false: the personal 
“Jane” is no more real than the “professional” Jane. 
Further, the negative, destructive criticism of the 
“professional” Jane is not necessarily the result of 
being professional; other feminists have responded 
professionally and theoretically but in more con- 
structive and instructive modes. In the best criticism 
the personal elements are brought to bear on the 
professional-illuminating, provoking, c 
and forcing the articulation of the professional. One 
example would be Terry Tempest Williams’ “The 
Clan of One-Breasted Women.” It is a personal es- 
say, a piece of family history, an impressive example 
of archival research, and a powerful argument 
against nuclear testing in the Utah desert. An aca- 
demic example would be Patricia Williams’ “Death 
of the Profane: A Commentary on the Genre of 
Legal Writing.” Besides being a commentary on le- 
gal writing as a genre it is an analysis, evaluation, 
and critique of the discourse of law review. (TB) 
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Many writing teachers and researchers, such as 
Mary Soliday, ula Treichler, and Terry Dean, rec- 
ognize the needs of their students to investigate 
matters of private and } wed concern directly af- 
fecting their learning. C 
offer students and teachers what , Ann Ruggles Gere 
calls a temporary semi-autonomous munity in 
which to study topics of critical importance to them. 
Collective research makes new demands on both 
teachers and students, as one collective project with 
nontraditional students at Northern Essex Commu- 
nity College (Massachusetts) demonstrates. Be- 
cause the instructor considers learning to generate 
research topics a critical process, work on the 
project began in the 4th week and extended into the 
7th. As the class settled on the topic of “Children’s 
Problems,” students chose to work on subtopics re- 
lated to their interests and experience; then, they 
chose groups of no more than four to investigate 
these subtopics. Refining and negotiating the sub- 
topics continued through the 9th week of class, as 
students sent delegates to the library and to commu- 
nity agencies for source material. Negotiation of 
roles for group members continued from the 10th to 
the 13th week, with each student responsible for 
writing at least a two-page section of the group pa- 
per. Students decided to treat the oral presentations, 
held during the final class, as a mini-conference; 
many dressed up for the occasion. Student evalua- 
tions of each stage of this process suggest that they 
were generally positive about the collective research 
project. (Contains 25 references.) (TB) 
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The electronic periodical may be defined as a pub- 

lication that is not on paper but is rather created and 

stored by electronic means. That is, the electronic 
periodical is written, edited, refereed, and distrib- 
uted by means of machine-readable files that are 
distributed via a telecommunications system. For 
the scholar, the electronic periodical may mean 
faster publication of research and the ability to in- 
teract more rapidly with colleagues.

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With the increasing curricular demands on teach- 

ers, many educators wonder if students find ade- 

quate opportunities to think. While visiting 
educators and students in Franklin County, Tennes- 
see, a college instructor discovered a successful pro- 
gram designed to help students think in meaningful 
ways about their lives. The contest, established by 
Sir John Templeton, encourages students to con- 
template those universal truths that transcend mod- 
ern times or particular cultures. Templeton himself 
has written 3 books that identify and explain these 
universal truths or moral principles while drawing 
from a rich pool of quotations which include Aesop, 

Emerson, Jesus, Buddha, Aristotle, and Confucius. 

In Franklin County, the essay program exists in 5 

junior and senior high schools. Two contests are 

held each year. Using guidelines set by Templeton, 
teachers designed the program, and get together pe- 
riodically to make improvements. An employee 

screens the 800-900 essays, and judges rank the 50 

or so entries that they receive. The criteria for evalu- 

ating winning essays emphasize content over pre- 
sentation and mechanics. Teachers introduce the 
program by reading and discussing winning essays, 
using the essays as a springboard to discuss values 
and desirable principles, such as honesty and re- 
spect. A 10th-grade teacher views the Laws of Life 
program as a way to help students get in touch with 
their feelings. English teachers, however, approach 
the essay assignment differently. Some give little or 
no preparation, whereas others implement the steps 
in the writing process and encourage students to 
find their writing voices. It is concluded that in 
whatever way the contest is implemented, the pro- 
gram’s basic tenets relate directly to current theory 
about the need for connecting thinking with reading 

and writing to maintain a free society. (Contains 12 

references.) (TB) 
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Mary Louise Pratt's reading of “contact zone,” 

which she defines as “those social spaces where cul- 

tures meet, clash and grapple with each other, often 

in contexts of highly asymmetrical relations of 

power,” enables an instructor to think in terms of 

naming and autoethnography.

“Mental Workload,” was funded by the National 
Science Foundation. Today’s electronic journals are 
a varied group, representing a wide range of topics 
and viewpoints, from popular to scholarly. The 
growing importance of electronic periodicals raises 
a number of questions and issues. Though one of the 
great benefits of the electronic medium is its speedy 
publishing and space available for reader commen- 
tary, the question arises as to whether or for how 
long reader commentary should be preserved. Also, 
academics are finding themselves asking how elec- 
tronic publishing compares to traditional publishing 





in terms of career ad and prestige. Con- 
tains eight references. (TB) 
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. Pratt asks readers, both instructors and 
students, to see how writers creolize the dominant 
discourse with their own language and literacies, 
and she asks that they value those languages and 
literacies. She asks them to recognize the ways 
those multi-voiced texts “mean.” She foregrounds 
the problematics of binary positioning, of either/or 
patterns for thinking/writing. She points out the 
positivistic readings that have diminished texts in 
the past, and disallows those sorts of reductivist 
readings. In an elementary composition course, the 
“contact zone” has reshaped the way that student 
stories are read by the instructor. When one student 
wrote a “Gilligan's Island”-type story in which the 
“I” encountered “natural” people on an island, and 
after wowing them with a flashlight, left with some 
contempt for their naivete, the student was asked to 
rewrite the story to account for the instructor’s own 
discomfort with the stereotypes it employed. In an- 
other example of an in-class exercise in a literature 
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class, Toni Morrison's “Beloved” is used as a vehi- 
cle for making students more aware of issues con- 
cerning “contact zone.” (TB) 
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Cultural studies aims to critique and challenge 
existing boundaries. Particularly relevant to a dis- 
cussion of cultural studies in the context of composi- 
tion pedagogy are the boundaries that exist between 
minority and dominant cultures, between disci- 
plines, between academic and street cultures, be- 
tween ethnicities, races, genders and classes, 
between student texts, literary texts, and other 
texts, and between representation and the repre- 
sented. In an upper-level composition course, a 
writing project shows several cases where students 
consciously construct representations of their cul- 
tural experiences. Most recognize the destabiliza- 
tion of their identities for the first time and 
consequently do not feel comfortable. One Ameri- 
can student of Puerto Rican descent finds herself 
troubled over her ethnicity. Working from a govern- 
ment-type definition of “ Rican,” she realizes 
that she cannot define herself as such, but then after 
reading an assigned author, she nevertheless con- 
cludes the opposite, that she may well be “Puerto 
Rican.” Another student feels a lack of empower- 
ment because she has no definitive ethnic identity. 
African American students often find it difficult to 
identify with immigrants and with assimilation 
models since their ancestors were involuntary immi- 
grants. To help students become more aware of how 
concepts and paradigms, such as those describing 
race and ethnicity, come into being, they should 
become familiar with the thinking, interrogating, 
and writing of concepts and of representation. Using 
the framework of postructuralism, students could 
consider the representation of various cultures 
rather than that they are autonomous entities with 
origins. (TB) 
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Richard Gambino’s “Blood of My Blood” was of 
help to a writing instructor coming to terms with the 
role that her Italian ethnicity played in her life and 
education. Gambino’s ing of the inner 
tensions ex’ by an individuai who must ne- 
gotiate between two cultures has helped the instruc- 
tor in teaching working-class and immigrant 
students. Today’s students are involved in cultural 
conflict. The fear is that, like Gambino, they will get 
so caught up in ae that they will 
disassociate themselves their home cultures. 
Because some of these students may not get to grad- 
uate school and read a book like Gambino’s (which 
might help them to keep their cultural identity in- 
tact), a a that critically challenges initiation 
into academic discourse and empowers students 
with a critical awareness of their everyday experi- 
ences could help. Students need to become cultural 
critics. Discussions at the beginning of the semester 
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about popular culture and the meaning of American 
culture allow the students to decide what aspects of 
popular culture they will cover. As the semester 
goes on, students might discuss what programs they 
watch on television, what images they see in maga- 
zines, and what they see in their world around them. 
One semester the students became so engaged by a 
ion of repr ions of men and women in 
fashion magazines that they planned a fashion show 
for the next class. (Contains 15 references.) (TB) 
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Classrooms are filled with students with confident 
and vibrant voices, and most educators encourage 
them to use these voices in their writing. Many of 
the strategies of the process-centered classroom 
(peer editing, conferences, workshops, in-house 
publishing) also encourage students to write in real 
voices to real readers; however, there is still a credi- 
bility gap. Students hear their teachers, but they do 
not believe them. It is easier and more comfortable 
to write for an imagined audience in a distant and 
disengaged voice. After all, those types of papers 
have always gotten “As.” For one instructor, the 
move from an English department to a communica- 
tions department 5 years ago was a refreshing 
change. Instead of the dreaded rhetorical modes or 
embarrassingly self-conscious essays, students were 
writing magazine and newspaper articles, film and 
television scripts, public service announcements 
and ads—forms that students see, hear, and read, and 
that are a vital part of their lives. These forms are 
encouraged as a writing strategy-even in the En- 
glish department. (TB) 
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So much has been written about feminism and 
composition that it may seem that there is little left 
to be said. But one question to ask is what scholars 
gain by keeping up the debate-that is, instead of 
asking how feminism relates to composition, what 
should be asked is why feminism insists on a relation 
to composition. A look at Elizabeth Flynn's review 
essay on feminist composition in the February 1995 
“College English” is a good place to start because 
many of her rhetorical moves are characteristic of 
much feminist scholarship. She begins by dividing 
feminism into types, such as feminism, cultural fem- 
inism, and postmodern feminism. Her analysis of 
several articles posits that the dividing of feminism 
into types or camps reinforces the “boundary-mark- 
ing logics” of modernist knowledge, and, at the 
same time, generates the possibility, or rather, the 
inevitability of a happy alliance through the eradica- 
tion or tolerance of differences. What is dangerous 
about this approach is that it risks reducing femi- 
nism to taxonomies that are easily mastered and 
shores up the profession's commitment to consen- 
sual knowledge, while reinforcing the commitment 
to oppositions (and its corollary, the happy alliance) 
that structures and limits much student writing 
about differences. What if the profession gave up its 
rhetoric of oppositions-what else might it do? It 
might, for one thing, interrogate its own motives for 
attempting to conjoin discourses; it might, for an- 





other, attend more to the politics of writing. (TB) 
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A study examined caring attitudes in nursing stu- 

dents, specifically how students ranked characteris- 

tics of caring behavior, how the reading of personal 
narratives and literary works dealing with caring 
influenced caring behavior, and, how keeping a per- 
sonal journal influenced caring behavior. Subjects

through Writing.” Data sources were a pre- and a 

posttest, journal entries, and open-ended interviews. 

Findings suggest that students perceived the as- 

signed readings as beneficial in providing models of 

caring nursing behavior in difficult situations. Ex- 
cerpts from student journals show that feelings 
could be explored more deeply in writing than in 
conversation. The seminar on writing was able to 
reach all participants and integrate effectively vari- 
ous levels of nursing knowledge, nursing behavior, 
and life experiences with the prescribed course con- 
tent. Nursing students need to be provided with 
intentional pauses in their often technologically ori- 
ented studies. Narratives and other forms of litera- 
ture, in connection with writing, can become 
significant tools for students to explore nursing is- 
sues such as caring. Students should be provided 
with a different model of real nursing situations to 
place their acquired textbook knowledge into con- 
text.

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Eduardo Galeano’s “Memory of Fire: Genesis” 
raises a number of questions concerning the “poli- 
tics of location,” a term that may be defined as the 
intersections, tensions, and complications that peo- 
ple of color bring to space and what space means in 
terms of hierarchies and power, racial and gender 
stratifications. Text can also be a fluid, contested 
space—one which can articulate something about 
people’s “position in the hierarchy of power.” A 
composition instructor, interested in unmasking 
certain hierarchies of power not only as these hier- 
archies operate in the classroom but also as they 
manifest themselves in an institution like the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, is also committed to teaching 
writing skills.

often are not privy to 
the literacy events smuggled into the private lives of 
urban African-Americans. Yet, these hidden litera- 
cies, such as journal writing and reading personal 
business letters, often reveal deft rhetorical skills as 
well as intellectual grappling with the social com- 
plexities of power, race, and class. Due in part to the 
social stigma attached to reading and writing among 
many urban African-Americans, these literacy 
events take place in hidden, often stolen, private 
moments. When educators explore the reading and 
writing in Black communities, they too easily accept 
limited, and limiting, depictions of the level of liter- 
acy of people, and they too easily settle back into 
their own value system of what counts as reading 
and writing. One educator's experiences as a liter- 
acy volunteer at a community center led her to dis- 
cover 38 types of reading materials and 27 types of 
documents requiring hidden writing, sometimes 
smuggled into and out of households. As she made 
friends and attended functions with her new friends, 
she noticed more and more instances of critical 
reading—always occurring out of earshot of outsiders 
and whites. Even filling out forms is rhetorical in the 
inner city community. And because literacy carries 
a stigma, books such as “Sula,” “Beloved,” “Coffee 
Makes You Black,” and “Waiting To Exhale” are 
passed off to friends and family members in clandes- 
tine ways, tucked in paper bags or slipped into coat 
pockets. (TB) 
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This unannotated bibliography features 99 listings 
of books and articles on, among other topics, lan- 
guage, linguistics, conversation, and gender, all 
written by the influential sociolinguist, Deborah 
Tannen. It also offers 10 listings of works co-au- 
thored or co-edited by Tannen. Although the bibli- 

ography focuses on written works published in 
English, some of the citati refer to v 
and audiotapes, as well as to translated materials. 
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Although children’s literature has emerged as a 
popular vehicle for fostering literacy development 
in elementary schools, few schools have a well-de- 
veloped literature curriculum or have developed an 
articulated curriculum that differentiates between 
reading skills and literary understanding. To answer 
whether literature-based instruction means different 
things to different teachers, a study explored litera- 
ture-based instruction in six schools that enrolled 
significant numbers of low-income students. Dis- 
trict administrators were interviewed, as were 26 
teachers. Twenty-eight other teachers agreed to 
both classroom-based interviews and classroom ob- 
servation across the school year. Perhaps the most 
surprising finding was the lack of any substantial 
differences in the time allocated for reading and 
language arts instruction in schools with differing 
curriculum plans. Writing was not linked to reading, 
and students seemed to spend ‘elatively little time 
composing. Although trade books were available, 
the range of complexity and genre was fairly re- 
stricted; most classrooms did not have an individual 
library. The most striking finding was the extent and 
breadth of change occurring in elementary schools, 
the literature-based curriculum being only a part of 
the larger movement. However, the most significant 
constraints to change were largely situated outside 
the classroom-in federal, state, and school-district 
offices.

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David Wisniewski's 1992 picture book version of 
the African epic of “Sundiata, Lion King of Mali” 
and the actual historical account of the 13th century 
Lion King, Sundiata, are both badly served by Dis- 
ney’s “The Lion King.” Disney has been praised for 
using African animals as story characters; for using 
the African landscape as a story setting; for using 
African artwork as design motifs; and for using Afri- 
can-American actors as the voices for the film char- 
acters. If the film succeeds in having African culture 
accepted by people usually resistant to recognizing 
any other culture but their own, then it deserves to 
be noted for this small breach in the racial divide. 
Nevertheless, in the larger sense, the film dimin- 
ishes the culturally rich heritage of history and story 
from which it derives.

He ~~ to 
hood in exile, but he returned to fight i 
of his brother and return the kingdom to its rightful 
sovereignty. The film converts the real hero's pri- 
vate pain and struggle against truly wrenching phys- 
ical and political disabilities into a screen situation 
of sentimental, tearjerker shallowness. An interdis- 
ciplinary approach would allow English and social 
studies teachers to present the epic from a historical 
and literary perspective. Stud dy of African history 
texts may be augmented with research in ency- 
clopedias under such entries as Sundiata, Suman- 
guru, and Mali as beginning leads.

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The use of multicultural literature in the class- 
room can play a significant part in the learning and 
acceptance process of students. Multicultural books 
should be brought into the classroom to enhance 
textbook materials in all subject matters. To imple- 
ment a multicultural program in the classroom, 
teachers must become knowledgeable about the ex- 
periences of various ethnic groups. Teachers also 
need to be aware of classroom dynamics to accu- 
rately interpret cultural conflict in the classroom 
and to assess their own instructional styles and ver- 
bal behaviors. Teachers need to develop skills in 
classroom management and discipline techniques 
that prevent problems and help children learn to 
resolve problems as they arise, and they need to 
learn to evaluate and develop multicultural litera- 
ture and curricula.

kinesthetic, and auditory styles. Reading taught to- 
gether with writing can accommodate all reading 
styles. By writing while reading, students could 
learn to organize their thoughts, and after habitually 
writing in response to reading, they could learn to 
clarify and refine their thoughts. Through activities 
centered around a reading log, the students could 
elucidate several aspects of their thought processes: 
using the reading log as a “response journal,” they 
could discover ideas, and using it as a “text-to- 
meaning journal,” they could rethink ideas, and us- 
ing it as a “process journal,” they could regulate 
their reading habits. Before students make entries in 
their reading logs, the teacher must ensure that they 
know how to use the log. Before every assignment, 
the teacher could discuss the type of reading and the 
purpose for reading, as well as the procedures for the 
particular assignment. All the activities arranged be-

Response journals seem to be promising vehicles 
for inviting children’s written comments because 
they allow children to reflect on their experiences 
with books and provide them with opportunities to 
raise questions and formulate ideas. While both 
teachers and researchers have indicated the benefits 
of written responses to books, less is known about 
the qualitative nature of these “private talks” about 
books and about the role of the adult responder. A 
study examined both of these issues as they con- 
cerned fourth graders in a Southwest rural school. 
Dialog journals were found to have a series of 
unique patterns that help to explain the ways in 
which literature was studied. These patterns demon- 
strated the following opportunities: (1) the opportu- 
nity to ask questions and seek clarification; (2) the 
opportunity to think through writing and receive 
feedback; (3) the opportunity for students to express 
personal connections and to tell about what they

Miami-Dade Community College began in 1960 

and now has 5 campuses and about 20 outreach 

centers. For the 1993-94 school year (the latest on 
which there are complete figures), 76,787 students 
were enrolled at Miami-Dade; another 43,391 took 
non-credit courses. Over the past 25 hae: as the 
community has changed, obviously the college has 
reflected that change in the por ad body; Spanish 
is now designated as the native language of more 
than 40% of the students. Despite intense efforts, 
one English professor sees no improvement in the 
writing ability of students coming to the college. 
Further, there are so many students enrolling in the 
college that the expense of keeping up with hard- 
ware and space requirements is almost impossible 
on a scale that would keep large number of students 
up-to-date with developments in electronic media 
that could enhance English and composition 
courses.

Point Loma Nazarene College i in San Diego, Cali 
fornia, provides special academic support for these 
students through its Program Quick Start, a collabo- 
rative, cross-disciplinary project involving the fields 
of literature and biology. The only comprehensive 
volume on a collaboration among 
professors is the ASHE-ERIC Higher Education 
Report entitled “Faculty Collaboration: Enhancing 
the Quality of Scholarship and Teaching” (Austin 
and Baldwin, 1991). Perhaps the best theoretical 
basis for academic collaboration is that which per- 
ceives collaboration as a mechanism by which a new 
negotiated order emerges among a set of stake hold- 
ers. Their collaboration resembles “configurational 
unity,” and their team is an example of “ideational 
unity.” These professors’ arrangement also resem- 
bles specialist, generalist, and interactive teams as 
described in the professional literature on collabora- 
tion. The professional advantages offered by team 
teaching include improved teaching, professors ex- 
periencing new learning, and diminished teacher 
isolation. Disadvantages include the extra time 
team teaching takes, a loss of autonomy, and aliena- 
tion from departmental colleagues. Differences ex- 
ist, however—one professor wants to fully integrate 
the two courses, the other insists that the program 
not replace his responsibilities to his discipline and 
to his department.

At the end of the 
writing course, the Japanese American student felt 
that she could fit into the diverse American culture 
with a better understanding and sense of true be- 
longing.

community located west of Chicago, Illinois. The 
problems of writing and speaking using mathemati- 
cal language have been documented by data col- 
lected from teacher observations, student 
interviews, and teacher-made assessments. Analysis 
of probable cause data reveals that students lack the 
basic understanding of math vocabulary, lack confi- 
dence in their math abilities, and lack the knowl- 
edge of math writing skills. Reviews of curricular 
content and previous instructional methods reveal 
an over-emphasis on basic skills and computation 
with minimal attention to writing and speaking us- 
ing mathematical language.

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A study investigated the effectiveness of a pro- 
gram to improve writing performance across the 
curriculum. The targeted population consisted of 
students (n= 73) a the elementary sector of a 
middle-class community in a south suburb of Chi- 

, Illinois. The problem of deficiencies in student 
writing throughout content areas was documented 
through teacher observations and writing samples. 
These data revealed a need for implementation of 
writing interventions. Analysis of the probable 
cause data revealed that faculty observed student 
underachievement in writing due to overloaded cur- 
riculum, lack of a need to write, and attitudes. Re- 
views of curricular content and instructional 
strategies revealed a need to emphasize the teaching 
of writing in all content areas. The professional liter- 
ature suggested that students were poor writers be- 
cause of a deficiency in the writing curriculum, and 
attitudes from previous writing experiences. Solu- 
tion strategies suggested by knowledgeable others, 
combined with an analysis of the problem setting, 
resulted in the selection of two major categories of 
intervention: implementation of a comprehensive 
writing program for targeted students; and the es- 
tablishment of a cooperative learning program to 
increase social and interpersonal relationships 
within the same population. Post-intervention data 
indicated a positive attitude towards the writing 
process, improved clarity in student writings, and 
increased confidence in the editing and revising of

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A study investigated the effectiveness of a pro- 
gram for increasing studerits’ abilities to self-assess 
writing. The targeted population consisted of a class 
of second-grade students in an upwardly mobile 
community located in the suburban Chicago area of 
Arlington Heights, Illinois. The inability to self-as- 
sess writing was documented through teacher obser- 
vation, student interviews given by the teacher, and 
collegial surveys. Analysis of probable cause data 
revealed a lack of student understanding of the writ- 
ing process and a lack of class time given to the 
teaching and practicing of self-assessment skills. 
Teacher surveys revealed that the primary method 
of assessment was teacher based. A review of solu- 
tion strategies suggested by knowledgeable others 
and a review of the literature, combined with an 
analysis of the probler: setting, resulted in the selec- 
tion of instructional strategies in the form of a com- 
bination of portfolio assessment and process writing 
instruction using a writer's workshop. Teacher ob- 
servations, student surveys, and student interviews 
indicated that students made progress in their writ- 
ing and in their ability to self-assess their own 
progress in writing.

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A study investigated the effectiveness of a method 
for improving the writing skills and attitude through 
increased writing experiences. The targeted popula- 
tion consisted of second-, third-, and fourth-grade 
students in two adjacent, stable, middle-class subur- 
ban communities northwest of Chicago, Illinois. 
The lack of skills and motivation of students to ex- 
press themselves and communicate in writing was 
documented by data revealing the quality and quan- 
tity of student writing as well as information gath- 
ered from surveys concerning student attitude. 
Analysis of the probable cause data revealed stu- 
dents exhibiting a reluctance to write were due to 
infrequent modeling by significant adults, past expe- 
riences, and overly structured leisure time. Col- 
leagues supported the notion that there is a lack of 
adequate time for writing due to crowded daily 
schedules. They also believed the expectations gen- 
erated by the Illinois Goal Assessment Program 
(IGAP) standards cause excessive emphasis on a 
formalized method of instruction and stifle the joy 
of writing. A review of solution strategies suggested 
by knowledgeable others, combined with an analy- 
sis of the problem setting, resulted in the selection 
of three major strategies of intervention: implemen- 
tation of writers’ workshop methods, emphasis on 
journal writing, and assessment of artifacts in port- 
folio collections. Post intervention data indicated 
that writing skills and attitudes were positively im-

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Literati differ markedly on whether satire is per- 
suasive. Accordingly, a study tested whether parti- 
sans of a political candidate would fail to perceive 
the thesis of satire ridiculing their candidate; fur- 
ther, it tested whether they would perceive the the- 
sis of satire ridiculing an opposing candidate. 
Subjects, students at the University of Georgia, 
were questioned about their sex, class, and presiden- 
tial preference in the McGovern-Nixon race. Based 
on their response to the latter question, they were 
given to read either a satirical piece on Nixon or a 
satirical piece on McGovern. They were then asked 
to choose from a list of statements, each summariz- 
ing what might be the writer's thesis. Finally, they 
were asked to rate the piece’s “fairness” and “funni- 
ness.” Results showed that Nixon partisans were 
significantly better able (or willing) to assess the 
thesis of the anti- McGovern column than they were 
the anti-Nixon column; the same rule held for Mc- 
Govern partisans. Further, results showed that a 
piece’s fairness or funniness was related only when 
rated by antagonists. In other words, enjoyment of 
satire ridiculing the opposing candidate was partly 
a function of its perceived fairness, but enjoyment of 
satire ridiculing the partisan’s own candidate was 
independent of its perceived fairness. The study 
lends support to the idea that satire can operate as 
a reinforcement of the partisan’s views. (Contains a 
table of data and 17 references.)

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Mainstream educational institutions could im- 

prove their success rate with Native American stu- 

dents by emulating strategies used in tribal colleges. 

It is a well-documented fact that Western institu- 

tions are extremely unsuccessful in retaining Native 

American students. Research focusing specifically 

on composition courses at the University of New 

Mexico found that Native Americans are two- 

and-a-half times more likely to drop or fail those 

courses than their Anglo counterparts. One of the 
main factors in the high dropout rate is financial 
difficulty; another factor is the Native American 
student's need for family contact and support. Na- 
vajo educators at Navajo Community College 
(NCC) in Arizona, have been sensitive to student 
needs—developmental writing class size has been 
kept to 15 students, and 3 separate developmental 
writing classes have been offered. The college also 
familiarizes Western instructors with the students’ 
cultural background and the historical context in 
which teaching takes place. Particularly emphasized 
are the tribal stories—or at least the first of 12 levels 
of understanding the stories. In earlier times, White 
educators tried to eradicate Navajo culture and ne- 
gate Navajo ways of knowing. The traditional Na- 
vajo cultural model, when followed, produces 
balance and harmony for all of creation. Many writ- 
ing instructors at NCC (1) use reading and writing 
topics relevant to students’ lives; (2) do less lectur- 
ing and more small group work; (3) experiment with 
portfolios which include community projects; and 

(4) look for ways to acknowledge different rhetori- 

cal styles. (NKA) 
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A study examined the impact of the National 

Foundation for the Improvement of Education 

(NFIE) Dropout Prevention Program on teachers 

and the implications of the program for professional 

development. Kindergarten through high-school 
classroom teachers designed their own projects, ap- 
plied for grants, controlled project budgets, directed 
implementation, and evaluated the outcomes. Data 
came from interviews with participating teachers 
and NFIE staff, a retrospective survey of 57 teach- 
ers who directed projects during 1986-1991, case 
studies of 4 representative projects, Dropout Pre- 
vention project evaluations and annual reports, and 
student outcomes collected by projects funded in 
school years 1991-92 and 1992-93. Teachers said 
they improved their leadership abilities; improved 
their teaching of at-risk children; developed their 
collaboration, teamwork, and networking skills; and 
gained skill in proposal writing. Of the projects 
funded during 1991 through 1993 that documented 
a standard set of student outcome variables, the ma- 
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jority reported improvements in attendance, behav- 
ior, grades, promotion/retention rates, and test 
scores. Dropout Prevention projects often produced 
a ripple effect beyond the immediate circle of partic- 
ipating teachers and students. The Dropout Preven- 
tion program experience highlights issues that 
others might consider in formulating their own poli- 
cies for professional development and school re- 
form, including teacher-directed grants, new 
teacher roles, site-based management, systemwide 
reforms, teacher time, and children at risk of school 
failure. The program experience also suggests roles 
for state and local National Education Association 
affiliates to play in supporting professional develop- 
ment programs focused in children at risk of school 
failure.

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The memory of the student uprising at Tiananmen 

Square in 1989 invites one professor to examine 

more closely what she does: rhetoric and composi- 

tion, especially rhetorical invention. To examine the 
kind of power exercised by official Chinese public 
discourse and whether language could help to avoid 
reoccurrences such as the loss of innocent people's 
lives, the Taoist thought of Zhuang Zi might help. 
And such an examination could also benefit com- 
parative/contrastive rhetoric studies. Many recent 
studies of Zhuang Zi deal with his ideas about lan- 
guage use and rhetoric. Zhuang Zi illustrates repeat- 
edly in his works that things are not as different as 
they seem no matter how they appear to the eye; in 
fact, they are one in the Tao. At Tiananmen Square 
the students’ discursive practice bore similarities to 
the official government one: their language decided 
for the audience what to think, and these rhetors 
seemed to be experienced with how to manipulate 
the audience, just as the government was. The Tao 
is not the absolute truth but a path to truth. For 

Zhaung Zi, the word is “spontaneity.” This means 

that a person can stop doing what others think is 

right and can make decisions guided by the Tao. If 
rhetoric is to teach, it will have to include the heuris- 
tic and catalytic power of language and discourse. 

Comparing and contrasting rhetorics in China and 

in the West is challenging and more studies by rhet- 

oricians, philosophers, and linguists are needed.

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tional Issues, Parent Needs 
To answer the need for better communication be- 

tween eo momen school parents and teachers, this 

book begins with a theoretical and philosophical 
framework and reviews the research and current 
thinking about the need for and value of partner- 
ships between home and school. The book also con- 
siders some special needs of parents in today's 
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increasingly complex and diverse society. Most of 
the book is devoted to presenting guidelines and 
discussing specific ideas and strategies for building 
a communication partnership. Specific activities 
identified and reviewed in the book include:

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Identifiers—®* Aristotle, *Rhetorical Strategies 
An overlooked framework that allows for clearer 
understanding of effective teaching is the field of 
rhetoric. Although the concept has changed over 
time, Aristotle defines rhetoric as observing the 
available means of persuasion. These means include 
ethos, a speaker's credibility; pathos, appeal to emo- 
tions; and logos, appeal to reason or arguments. Ari- 
stotle’s concept of ethos involves persuasion 
achieved by the speaker's personal character, which 
makes him believable. There are 3 specific elements 
that must be demonstrated to employ ethos to the 
fullest: (1) good will (i.c., caring for students); (2) 
expertise (i.e., knowing the subject matter); and (3) 
good character (i.c., demonstrating strong ethics 
and morals). Persuading through pathos means put- 
ting the audience in a certain frame of mind so that 
the other means of persuasion (ethos and logos) will 
be most effective. Pathos is the arousing of emotion, 
such as friendship or kindness, within the targeted 
audience. Logos, or the appeals to reason, have to 
do with the arguments, “provided by the words of 
speech itself.” According to Aristotle, the main 
tools with which to argue logically are enthymeme 
and example. Each of these Aristotelian concepts, 
together with “argument from definition” is evident 
in several specific elements of effective teaching. 
Finally, the effective teacher must pay attention to 
her audience, to its needs, its socio-economic back- 
ground, and its age; in addition, she must think 
highly of her audience to ensure the highest perfor- 
mance on her part. (Contains 21 references.) (TB) 
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During the past 10 years, a Japanese instructor at 
an American university has learned to use her cul- 
tural background to her advantage. As a graduate 
student at Bowling Green State University (Ohio), 
she first perceived her background as an obstacle to 
her teaching and tried to pretend that she was not 
different from other faculty. But this mindset did 
not change students’ perceptions of her, nor did it 
help their learning. Thus, she began to consider her 
role at a predominantly white university where the 


majority of students in her weekly group discussion 
were from small rural towns in Ohio. Moveover, the 
faculty was also predominantly white. She decided 
that her role was to increase students’ awareness of 
their own and others’ cultures. Additionally, she 
learned that some students, through their interac- 
tions with a Japanese teacher, will begin to lose their 
fear of the unknown. They will, with time, learn to 
accept a foreign accent and to understand it. Most 
importantly, they will learn that there is much to be 
learned from one who is of a different culture. In her 
communication classes, this instructor uses cultural 
comparisons between Japan and the United States 
to spark discussions about a range of issues from 
marriage and gender roles to Japanese stereotypes 
of Americans. (TB) 
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A new child has the potential for adding dimen- 

sion and enrichment to the parents’ and acquaint- 

ances’ lives. Simulation development 
metaphorically mirrors pregnancy, birth, parental 
guidance, and maturation. An individual begins 
with a desire for enjoyment and future possibilities. 
Nurturers of simulation are aided by setting the fol- 
lowing broad goals while prenatal feeding of the 
simulation occurs. The early goals include: (1) hav- 
ing child-like fun; (2) seeking to tap affective re- 
sponses from participants; (3) encouraging 
behavioral involvement; (4) utilizing experiential 
methods and processes; and (5) flowing with the 
evolution of the inductive reasoning that occurs 
during the development and birth of the simulation. 
A set of pedagogical literature whose knowledge is 
most helpful when nurturing and birthing a simula- 
tion is that of the developmental theorists. Knowl- 
edge of developmental theory helps the facilitator 
focus on who is taking part in the simulation and 
what he or she is capable of. It is because these 
theories are so involved, however, that it is impor- 
tant to remember to give primary attention to the 
creative, the intuitive, and the inductive processes. 

It is helpful to have partners working on the simula- 

tion; each can help the other with brainstorming. 

Play, laugh, tell stories from personal experience, 

look at the incongruity between people and cultures. 

Just prior to labor is another playful process—shop- 

ping for the needs of the pending infant. It is very 

likely that the brainstormed interactions will require 
supplies for implementation. The last step is the 

delivery of the infant, i.e., the simulation, and a 

pre-test with select participants whose feedback 

help the developers adjust the simulation as it ““ma- 
tures.” (Contains 24 references.) (TB) 
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Teaching intercultural communication differs 

greatly from teaching many other courses within 

communications and the larger curriculum. How 
the audience is impacted differs from most courses, 
and ignoring that reality short-circuits a professor's 
ability to maximize the learning experience. With 
goals of understanding and bridging cultural differ- 


ences, intercultural communication, directly and in- 
directly, draws students to intrapersonally focus on 
differences; students are asked to deal with awk- 
ward or insecure aspects of themselves. In addition, 
learners are requested to openly communicate about 
sensitive personal and social differences. When 
dealing with the tenuous, unknown, or uncomfort- 
able, many students use silence, glib retorts, non- 
committal comments, or masking behaviors to cope. 
Further, there are several variables inherent in the 
audience dynamics of students who decide to take 
an intercultural communication course. These stu- 
dents come with gleeful enthusiasm and a rather 
self-aggrandizing mindset of being fully open, 
non-prejudiced, curious, and skilled in dealing with 
differences. There are times when these students 
seem to believe that there is little for them to learn. 
Powerful instructional guidance for dealing with 
such problems is found in P. G. Zimbardo’s seminal 
work, * “Influencing Attitudes and Changing Behav- 
iors,” which lists several suggestions for getting stu- 
dents to focus on their behavioral experiences or 
getting them involved in behavioral experiences. 
Learning is most fully facilitated by inviting learn- 
ers’ cognitive, affective, and behavioral involvement 
with course content. (Contains a model and nine 
references.) (TB) 
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One film widely recommended as an instructional 
resource for communication courses is “Children of 
a Lesser God,” the 1986 movie starring Marlee Ma- 
tlin and William Hurt. In this film, which can serve 
as a case study, James Leeds, a talented young 
teacher in a school for the deaf, falls in love with 
Sarah Norman, a graduate of the school who, in 
Leeds’ view, is underemployed as a janitor. He of- 
fers to teach Sarah, who relies entirely on sign lan- 
guage for communication, to speak and become part 
of the oral culture. Sarah, however, is unwilling, as 
she feels comfortable with her place in the deaf com- 
munity. What will come out in the course of class 
discussion of this movie is that James and Sarah's 
difficulty in being “joined” stems from their stub- 
bornness regarding their cultural beliefs. Sarah re- 
fuses to learn to read lips, while James refuses to 
stop pressuring Sarah to speak. Sarah is uncomfort- 
able in a speaking culture, while James is uncom- 
fortable in nonspeaking culture. The film raises any 
number of issues related to the notion of deafness as 
a culture rather than a handicap. Controversies 
about culture, language, and identity make excellent 
topics for discussion in communication classes. In- 
structors might ask their students: (1) Do deaf peo- 
ple fit the definition of a culture/subculture as 
discussed in the lecture, the course textbook, and 
the assigned readings? (2) Who do you think is more 
stubborn, James or Sarah? (3) Who do you think is 
more ethnocentric: James or Sarah? and (4) Should 


deaf people learn to speak? Should ing people 
learn to sign? (Contains 19 references.) )

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Television violence and the impact it has on chil- 
dren is a growing concern in the world today.

A CDF brochure, “10 Things You 
Can Do to Help Your Children,” presents an agenda 
that includes violence-free schools and Head Start. 
But even such redeeming causes as programs for 
children contribute to the balkanizing effect of bat- 
tling for issue supremacy. In its reliance on research 
and analysis CDF’s information output bears a 
strong resemblance to traditional corporate data. 
Lobbying effectively subverts the policymaking op- 
eration. In the case of the CDF and similar 
non-profit groups, the damage wrought by the 
method belies the nobility of the ends.

Findings suggest that the NGT is useful but not 
optimal for creative decision making, and that the 
advantages of both the NGT and UGA structures 
are enhanced when combined.

A 5-day workshop for staff of an inner city school 
addressed the teaching approach of the Lab School 
of Washington (District of Columbia) and covered 
the nature of learning disabilities (LDs), tools to 
identify unique learning styles of students, and inno- 
vative teaching methods for all students with and 
without LDs. Eighteen elementary mainstream 
teachers from Martin Luther King, Jr. Elementary 
School (Washington, D.C.) and 2 administrators at- 
tended a 1-week workshop focusing on the applica- 
tion of teaching techniques for students 
with severe LDs to students who do not have a 
specific LD but might be academically unsuccessful 
because of lack of motivation and a history of fail- 
ures. Special emphasis was placed on teaching con- 
tent through multisensory methods, a holistic 
approach to language arts, infusing a wide range of 
art activities into the teaching of academic subjects, 
and understanding the model of multiple intelli- 
gences developed by Howard Gardner. Teachers 
had opportunities to observe summer classes for 
learning disabled and the “Academic Club” ap- 
proach pioneered by Sally Smith. The teachers ex- 
pressed a high degree of satisfaction with the 
workshop and interest in continued association with 
the Lab School and more workshops during the aca- 
demic year, specifically additional instruction on 
the concepts of task analysis and diagnostic-pre- 
scriptive teaching. Appendices include: workshop 
topics, a teacher role questionnaire, and the Theo- 
retical Orientation to Reading Profile.

This paper first compares Vermont's old Individu- 
alized Education Plan (IEP) which was designed 
primarily to insure legal compliance with the new 
family-centered IEP. It then describes the new IEP. 
Vermont's new family-centered IEP process em- 
phasizes increased collaboration, reduced paper- 
work, and legal compliance. Three questions serve 
as a focus for the process. The first concerns what 
is known about the student, including level of per- 
formance and students’ strengths and needs. The 
second question involves the types of special educa- 
tional provisions and services the student will re- 
ceive. The third question concerns evaluating 
whether the provisions are successful, as deter- 
mined by goals, objectives, and measurable criteria. 
The process, which discourages the use of draft IEPs 
prepared before the IEP meeting, begins with an 
empty page consisting of three blank columns, one 
for each of the key questions. Final IEP team deci- 
sions are recorded after consensus has been 
reached, and jargon and technical terminology are 
discouraged. Listing interventions, services, accom- 
modations, and transitions services in a shortened 
format promotes a holistic approach and a greater 
chance of implementing instructionally useful pro- 
gramming. The new process seeks to maximize par- 
ent participation. Using a creative problem solving 
process, team members are encouraged to generate 
as many ideas as possible, after which the ideas 
which show the greatest promise are selected. At- 
tachments include parents and teachers comments 
on the new IEP; IEP Planning Guide/Checklist;

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This issue paper on violence in public schools pro- 
vides an overview of the problem and a joint state- 
ment by the Council of Administrators of Special 
Education (CASE) and the Council for Children 
with Behavior Disorders (CCBD). These two orga- 
nizations believe that the majority of the violent, 
aggressive, or destructive students in U.S. schools 
are not students receiving special education, but stu- 
dents whose behavior may be incidental to a partic- 
ular emotional crisis. Most students who have 
cognitive, emotional, social, or behavioral disabili- 
ties are effectively managed and taught through spe- 
cial education interventions, and rarely exhibit the 
violent behavior that places them and those around 
them in danger of harm. Both CCBD and CASE 
endorse the need for a school district to immedi- 
ately remove any student who has a disability if he 
or she becomes violent, ive, or destructive 
within a particular school. Such students must con- 
tinue to receive their education in an alternative 
educational setting until an assessment has been 
completed and appropriate decisions are made 
around their long-term education program. This as- 
sessment would involve consideration of whether 
the student's return to the previous educational 
placement with appropriate supports will provide 
safety for self and others, and whether there are new 
characteristics identified about the student which 
indicate that the least restrictive environment for 
the student is no longer the regular school setting. 
Additionally, all students should have the opportu- 
nity to receive alternative educational services.

Twelve 
associations support inclusion of children with dis- 
abilities in the regular classroom to the degree that 
it benefits the child and that the child is able to 
receive appropriate services there. However, they 
find many children with disabilities cannot have 
their needs met in this setting. Three tables provide 
further detail on the positions of the associations.

Ap- 
pended to each article are a list of all 41 disciplines 
surveyed and lists of public and private institutions 
participating in the specific discipline focused on in 
the summary article. Data and summary articles are 
provided for the following disciplines/ major fields: 
geography; geology; history (general); home eco- 
nomics; library science; mathematics; multi/inter- 
disciplinary studies; music (general); nursing 
(registered nurse training); philosophy and religion; 
physical sciences; physics (general); political sci- 
ence (general); protective services; psychology; 
reading teacher education; sociology; special educa- 
tion (general); speech pathology and audiology; 
teacher education; and visual and performing arts. 
(DB) 
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Expectations and roles of institutional researchers 
in higher education institutions are considered, as 
well as the question of what a research office should 
expect from its institution. A performance monitor- 
ing system for the assessment and continuous im- 
provement of institutional research is also proposed. 
Ways that institutional research can be effective and 
have impact on policy formation and decisionmak- 
ing at the highest levels of the institution are identi- 
fied. Sponsors and consumers of institutional 
research should be able to expect the following from 
its practitioners: technical competence, professional 
integrity and ethics, contributing to policy rele- 
vance, effective communication, high productivity, 
initiative, making a positive impact, self-evaluation 
and ongoing improvement, humility, and a sense of 
humor. In order to deliver on the expectations of its 
users the institutional research should expect the 
following from its institution: regular interaction 
with policymakers; access to campus databases; ap- 
propriate technology, including access to the Inter- 
net; adequate staff; professional development 
opportunities; and recognition by senior manage- 
ment. To promote efficient and effective office per- 
formance, a system is needed which incorporates 
explicit goals, assessment tools, a project manage- 
ment system, publications to disseminate office 
findings, and staff recognition and incentives. Each 
of these system components is described. (Contains 
14 references.) (SW) 
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A framework is presented for understanding how 

errors arise in institutional research, and principles 

are suggested to avert errors in work processes of 

institutional research offices. Error is defined as a 

product which fails to meet professional standards, 

has unacceptable process limitations, or is unaccept- 
able to a client. The following four principles are 

Suggested to make work processes more error-sensi- 

tive and error-free: (1) clarifying environmental 

constraints and redesigning how work is done; (2) 

empowering agents to overcome organizational, 

perceptual, or knowledge-base limitations in defin- 
ing, managing, or interpreting the results of work 
processes; (3) designing heuristics which emphasize 

openness of information and feedback loops; and (4) 

using technologies which generate intraprocess 

feedback. Environmental constraints include the or- 
ganizational climate for work as well as political, 
legal, professional, and other external constraints. 

Four examples of project redesign are discussed: a 

survey on student charges, a comparative analysis of 

faculty salaries, an enrollment planning process, and 

redefinition of a comparator group. (Contains 12 

references, 4 tables, and 2 charts). (SW) 
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The first-year performance of freshmen between 
1987 and 1992 was investigated for evidence of 
grade inflation. Grade inflation is defined as “when 
a grade is viewed as being less rigorous than it ought 
to be”. Performance data were analyzed for fall se- 
mester admissions of full-time, first-time freshmen 
at the University of Missouri System for the 5-year 
period. The study population included 23,064 stu- 
dents who completed the “core” courses in high 
school, had valid first-year grade point averages 
(GPA), high schoo! percentile ranks, and American 
College Testing (ACT) Program Enhanced or 
Equated Enhanced Composite test scores. The 
mean first-year GPA system-wide increased from 
2.67 to 2.76 between 1987 and 1992. System-wide, 
the mean ACT Composite score increased from 
24.39 in 1987 to 25.27 in 1992. Mean high school 
percentile rank for these students increased from 
75.24 to 80.56. The primary predictors of first year 
GPA were found to be high school percentile rank 
and ACT Composite scores. Since both of these 
indicators rose during the period, the subsequent 
increases in mean GPA were not unexpected. Ap- 
pendices provide detailed tables showing changes in 
the mean ACT Composite scores, high school per- 
centile ranks, and GPA. (Contains 21 references.) 
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How institutional research can improve the qual- 
ity of institutional performance of colleges and uni- 
versities in the face of funding constraints is 
discussed. An example of the use of instructional 
research to assist in documenting institutional qual- 
ity in Australia is noted. Institutional research uses 
data collection, analysis, and interpretation to sup- 
port planning, management, and decisionmaking. 
Strategies to improve the quality of outcomes and- 
/or processes during times of limited resources are 
grouped under the following headings: environmen- 
tal scanning and reassessing the appropriateness of 
mission and goals, concentrating resources on se- 
lected core activities and processes, phasing out ac- 
tivities seen as weak or peripheral to the institution's 
mission, improving management and decisionmak- 
ing processes, streamlining administrative proce- 
dures, enhancing communication and coordination, 
simplifying organizational structures, developing 
cooperative and collaborative arrangements for 
joint programs and shared resource use, and imple- 
menting more effective monitoring and review pro- 
cesses. As illustration, it is noted that institutional 
research is assisting Australian universities to docu- 
ment their achievement of quality for the Commit- 
tee for Quality Assurance in Higher Education 
through a 3-year (1993-95) quality review cycle 
(SW) 
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This study examined the characteristics of stu- 
dents who default on their student loans and com- 
pared default among Whites, Asians, African 
Americans, Hispanics, and Native Americans. Four 
logistic regression models were developed using in- 
formation from the National Post-Secondary Stu- 
dent Aid Study which contains an array of 
pre-college, college, and post-college information 
about individual recipients of federal financial aid. 
Application of the models indicated that loan de- 
fault is significantly explained by the personal char- 
acteristics of individual borrowers, and that 
differences among the different racial/ethnic groups 
are more a matter of degree than kind. Those bor- 
rowers in similar circumstances with respect to 
earned degrees, marital status, and dependent chil- 
dren exhibited similar levels of income and loan 
default, regardless of race or ethnic group. Findings 
suggest that campuses can best assist student bor- 
rowers by creating a climate that promotes good 
academic performance, encourages study in both 
pure and applied scientific disciplines, and ensures 
degree completion. The results also challenge cur- 
rent national policy which holds campuses account- 
able for the default behavior of former students, 
since default behavior can result from factors be- 
yond campus control, like post-college marital sta- 
tus and family size. Appendices present the 
univariate statistics for the four models. (Contains 
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A four-stage model was tested to examine the 
processes by which new faculty became members of 
three academic departments within a higher educa- 
tion institution. Attention was directed to the ways 
in which different academic subcultures select and 
socialize new faculty and the degree to which iden- 
tity and role orientation are carried over, or ad- 
justed, by new faculty. The four stages of the 
conceptual model involved: the pre-arrival stage, 
including the individual's pre-dispositions before 
entering a new setting; the encounter stage, includ- 
ing an individual’s preconceptions formed during 
recruitment and selection; the adaptation stage, in- 
cluding the external socialization processes and the 
initiate’s identification with the organization; and 
the commitment stage, including the extent to 
which the norms and values of the local culture are 
assimilated by new organization members. Survey 
and interviews completed by current faculty were 
used to assess institutional culture, perceptions re- 
garding the subcultures, and the work climate in the 
three departments. New faculty completed a por- 
tion of the survey specifying the relative importance 
of various academic tasks. The model accurately 
delineated the process factors involved in the entry 
period and predicted two enculturation responses. 
For each stage, theoretical propositions are identi- 
fied, along with process dimensions and develop- 
mental tasks. (Contains 21 references.) (SW) 
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This study explored quality assessment and ac- 
countability in Dutch university education using a 
case study approach. The Dutch national system of 
quality assurance is described, and developments 
since the mid-1980s are traced. The university case 
studies illustrate models which are being employed 
to implement the quality assurance system includ- 
ing Total Quality Management (TQM) and Contin- 
uous Quality Improvement (CQI). Comparisons are 
made between the Dutch and American approaches 
to achieving educational quality and the role of the 
respective governments in the process. While the 
American system emphasizes peer review, the 
Dutch process emphasizes external assessment but 
begins with an internal self-study. Interviews were 
conducted with educational leaders responsible for 





designing and implementing the system at the na- 
tional level, as well as with students, faculty mem- 
bers, and administrators of departments, divisions, 
and institutions at four Dutch Universities. At the 
University of Groningen, the process of quality as- 
sessment was managed by influencing existing 
structures, while at the University of Amsterdam 
new structures and group process consultants were 
employed. The University of Limburg at Maastricht 
model is one in which the assessment of teaching 
and learning is embedded in existing faculty struc- 
tures. The Dutch system is characterized as egalitar- 
ian, autonomous, democratic, and federated. 
Implications for American higher education include 
constraining the role of government and borrowing 
selectively from other systems of self-regulation. 
(Contains 31 references.) (SW) 
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The British experience of nationwide research 
quality assessments and new measures to improve 
accountability are described. Consequences for the 
higher education system and for individual institu- 
tions are examined. Three national assessments of 
the quality of research in the United Kingdom 
(v. K) in 1986, 1989, and 1992 have provided a 
standard rating of research programs in order to 
increase selectivity in allocating funds. In each as- 
sessment institutions prepared information for as- 
sessment by central panels, which judged the 
usefulness of certain statistics as indicators of re- 
search quality. Comprehensive peer review of re- 
search quality has demonstrated the usefulness of 
certain performance indicators. Information which 
is collected about faculty researchers is identified 
including number of publications produced and 
number of research assistants. Issues related to qual- 
ity ratings of departments are addressed. Efforts of 
the University of Glasgow (Scotland) to maintain 
and enhance its research quality ratings are dis- 
cussed. Comparisons are made of U.K. research as- 
sessment approaches and U.S. research doctorate 
program assessment using measures of the National 
Academy of Sciences. Implications of U.K. ap- 
proaches to assessment for U.S. institutional re- 
searchers are addressed. Generally, the British 
results give support to the use of some quantitative 
measures of research outputs and inputs as indica- 
tors of overall research quality; however the system 
would be unlikely to transfer successfully into a new 
setting if the underlying purpose diverges in any 
way from the British experience. (Contains 16 refer- 
ences.) (SW) 
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The way that funding allocations are made to col- 

leges and departments at Appalachian State Univer- 
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sity (ASU) (North Carolina) was examined. Fund- 
ing patterns related to full-time equivalent (FTE) 
enrollment and faculty allocation units (FAU) were 
addressed. An account is provided on attempts to 
gather information on how funds are distributed to 
colleges and universities in other states. Compari- 
son data for 15 North Carolina universities are pres- 
ented on funding ratios indicative of the number of 
FTEs per FAU and general funding appropriations 
per full-time student. For ASU, data and graphical 
displays are provided on: numbers of FTE positions 
assigned to the different departments; number of 
student credit hours generated for 1992-93 by level 
(lower division, upper division, and graduate) for 
the colleges of arts and sciences, business, educa- 
tion, and fine arts; and the relationship between 
credit hours and faculty allocations by college and 
level. Most of the variance in FAUs was explained 
by either total undifferentiated credit hours gener- 
ated or FTE student numbers. Allocation of faculty 
resources was not conditioned by level of courses 
generating student credit hours. There was little re- 
lationship between FAUs and the number of student 
credit hours generated by upper division and gradu- 
ate level courses. (Contains 16 references.) (SW) 
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Total quality management (TQM) was employed 
to improve the collection, storage, and use of racial- 
/ethnic information at Cornell University. The ini- 
tiative began with the task of standardizing ethnic 
codes across a number of university systems. The 
project to improve race/ethnicity reporting was un- 
dertaken by a team representing various university 
offices. The work of the team and issues encoun- 
tered are discussed, with attention to a seven-step 
problem-solving methodology. This approach in- 
volved: (1) identifying the problem, (2) breaking 
into smaller segments to determine where improve- 
ment is needed, (3) identifying root causes of the 
problem and potential corrective actions, (4) plan- 
ning steps to reduce the problem's severity, (5) reex- 
amining the indicator and assessing efficacy of 
countermeasures, (6) preventing recurrences of the 
problem, and (7) reviewing what has been learned 
and possible applications to other problems. After 
implementing two of three prop mea- 
sures, the incidence of unreported racial/ethnic 
data among entering freshmen was reduced from 
approximately 15 percent to less than 5 percent. 
Initial barriers are also noted, which resulted from 
team members’ not having a shared perspective and 
understanding of the infrastructure surrounding ra- 
cial/ethnic student data. A ‘uae for obtain- 
ing information on race/eth

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Data standards of the State Postsecondary Re- 
view Entities (SPRE) required under Title IV of the 
amended Higher Education Act are discussed, in- 
cluding how institutions can collect data to meet 
these standards. Background information is pro- 
vided concerning the need for states to assume new 
oversight responsibilities concerning institutional 
eligibility to participate in Title IV financial aid pro- 
grams. The functioning of SPRE in Virginia is con- 
sidered, and an overview is provided on the Review 
Standards. The most problematic standard, Stan- 
dard 17 for community colleges, is discussed in de- 
tail. This standard provides for graduation, 
withdrawal, job placement, and licensure pass rates. 
Data collection strategies relating to Standard 17 
are presented both from a SPRE agency point of 
view, as well as from a community college perspec- 
tive. Attention is focused on the results of a pilot 
review conducted at a Virginia community college 
by Virginia’s SPRE by the State Council of Higher 
Education for Virginia. Methodologies for calculat- 
ing rates of graduation, withdrawal, job placement, 
and licensure are explained, along with factors that 
can confound interpretation of results. Implications 
of evolving SPRE regulations are addressed. It is 
noted that continued federal funding for the SPRE 
program is uncertain in the light of recision bills.

An approach to obtain disciplinary specific salary 
information for the institution of higher education 
budget process by mid-winter is considered. The 
approach involves using current year institutional 
mean salaries and prior year relative average salaries 
by academic discipline to provide “current” salary 
comparisons by academic discipline in the fall term. 
An advantage of this approach is to provide more 
timely departmental faculty salary comparisons ear- 
lier to assist in institutional budget decisionmaking. 
Data sources are faculty data exchanged among sev- 
eral Association of American Universities public in- 
stitutions and American Association of University 
Professors (AAUP) forms publicly available for 
these institutions. An explanation of the methodol- 
ogy is provided, and salaries of civil engineering 
faculty are used to illustrate the method. A question 
in deciding whether to use this approach is whether 
the error associated with the use of forecasted mean 
salaries by rank and discipline are offset by having 
comparative values 3 to 4 months sooner. Applying 
the annual increase in salaries across disciplines 
from the AAUP survey to prior year known salary 
factors by discipline from a data exchange will, on 
average, produce comparison figures within 2.0 per- 
cent of the true value. Appended is one table which 
summarizes the results of the study. (Contains 14 
references.) (SW) 
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This study uses iterative solution techniques to 
determine empirically optimal standards for student 
to faculty ratios by discipline and student level for 
a group of 11 public, research universities, all of 
whom were members of the Association of Ameri- 
can Universities. One set of benchmark standards 
was based on four-variable solutions within disci- 
plines where the four levels were lower division, 
upper division, master’s and professional, and doc- 
toral. A second set of benchmark standards was 
based on six-variable solutions that separately iden- 
tified individual instruction and dissertation hours. 
These benchmarks were derived through a statisti- 
cal process that found the set of standards that best 
described the relationship between student credit 
hours and instructional full-time equivalency per- 
sonnel (IFTE) within discipline for the 11 institu- 
tions. Benchmark instructional personnel costs were 
computed by amen IFTE and the known 
distribution of I among these institutions with 
benchmark salary information. Both of the bench- 
marks were more accurate than state formula fund- 
ing standards and both models were reasonably 
accurate. Possible applications of the benchmarks in 
considerations regarding hiring and resource alloca- 
tion are noted. Two tables which present the data 
are appended. (SW) 
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The Student Athlete Survey was developed and 
administered to all student athletes at a university 
during the spring semesters of 1994 and 1995. The 
survey was designed to: help the athletic depart- 
ment obtain early warning about potential prob- 
lems; (2) gain insight into the quality of 
athlete/coach interaction; (3) obtain some global 
measures of student-athlete satisfaction. The survey 
was administered during the spring 1994 and 1995 
semesters; and the survey procedures were designed 
to provide respondents with complete anonymity. 
The range of information addressed by the survey 
involved the following: global measures of satisfac- 
tion with col academic, athletic, and overall ex- 
periences; estimates of the number of student 
athletes who would or would not attend this college 
in if they were being recruited now; frequency of 
ceded, verbal, and mental abuse by coaching staff; 
conflict between practice time and cafeteria dining 
schedule; perceptions of the extent to which athletes 
are treated fairly by the athletic department; per- 
ceived strengths of the coaching staff; and perceived 
areas in which the coaching staff needs to improve. 
Survey results provided timely information to en- 
able the athletic director to take corrective actions 
to improve student-athlete experiences. (SW) 
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Correlational methods are compared to an alter- 
native method based on decision theory and logistic 
regression for providing validity evidence for col- 
lege admissions and course placement criteria. The 
advantages and limitations of both methods are ex- 
amined. The correlation coefficient measures the 
strength of the linear statistical relationship between 
one or more measures (e.g., test score or high school 
grade point average) and college grade point aver- 
age (GPA). However, correlations are difficult to 
interpret and provide little direct information about 
the practical implications of using particular mea- 
sures and corresponding cutoff scores. They are also 
hampered by restrictive statistical assumptions and 
restriction of range problems. For example, course 
grades or college GPA carry values understood to 
range from A to F; however, experience with over 
80 institutions shows that students seldom receive 
grades lower than a C. In addition, correlational 
methods are relevant only for students who are ad- 
mitted to the institution or to the course, but are not 
readily applicable to students for whom admissions 
or placement decisions are yet to be made. Validity 
indices provide direct evidence of a measure’s util- 
ity for making admissions or course placement deci- 
sions. The practical implications of using specific 
cutoff scores for all students of interest are shown. 
Validity indices are less affected than correlation 
coefficients by restriction of range problems in the 
measure(s) used to make admissions or placement 
decisions. This method can effectively use multiple 
measures for estimating students’ chances of suc- 
cess, where success can be defined by a meaningful 
local standard. The data is presented in several fig- 
ures and tables. (Contains 12 references.) (SW) 
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The effectiveness of developmental education 
policies at a comprehensive community college was 
investigated using a new student tracking system. A 
sample of 1,644 students were tracked from fall 
1992 until the end of the fall 1994 semester, 1,226 
of whom evidenced basic skills and were eligible for 
college-level courses, and 418 of whom were classi- 
fied as skill-deficient. After the fall 1994 semester, 
179 skill-deficieni students had not remediated and 
239 students had remediated. The college-level and 
skill-deficient students were compared on persis- 
tence and performance. Also examined were links 
between skill-deficient students’ academic perfor- 
mance and their enrollment patterns in develop- 
mental education courses exclusively, college-level 
courses and remedial courses, and college-level 
courses only. Additional concerns were rates of re- 
mediation and types of problems (math only, lan- 
guage only, or both, and reading and/or writing 
deficiency, or both). Results support the following 
recommendations: skill-deficient students should be 
tor d upon initial enrollment; these 
students should be allowed to take college-level 
courses along with remedial studies, but language 
deficient and triple-deficient students should be en- 
couraged to finish remediation before beginning col- 
lege-level courses. In conclusion, the results point to 
guidelines for designing or revising policies govern- 
ing developmental education programs. (Contains 
11 references.) (SW) 
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The effect of alternative census dates on the deter- 

mination of student enrollment and retention rates 
and the accuracy of tuition revenue projections was 
analyzed at Indiana University-Purdue University 
Indianapolis. A set of pseudo-extract files was cre- 
ated for the first 8 weeks of two consecutive fall 
semesters (1993 and 1994). The accuracy of the files 
was determined by comparing student enrollment 
and credit hour counts for the end of the first week 
to the official student census file. Student enroll- 
ment counts and revenue projections were derived 
from each weekly file for the Fall 1993 semester as 
well as for the end of the semester. The retention 
rates were calculated by extracting a cohort from 
each weekly fall 1993 file and determining students’ 
enrollment status from the corresponding fall 1994 
weekly pseudo-census extract. Data extracted at the 
end of the third week of the semester generated the 
smallest combined deviations of the examined mea- 
sures from their semester optimum values. Several 
other factors are identified that could influence the 
decision as to when official institutional data should 
be generated. The study demonstrates the useful- 
ness of taking multiple criteria into account when 
determining the point-in-time at which to extract 
data for these vital management functions. Contains 
eight references and nine tables. (SW) 
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A statewide system of reporting faculty workload 
for the 18 Maryland state community colleges is 
described, and study findings on faculty workload 
are presented. Data are collected for full-time teach- 
ing faculty who are tenured or on continuous con- 
tract. Major findings include: 89 percent of faculty 
workload is spent in formal classroom instruction; 
the statewide average for released time is three 
hours annually per faculty member (approximately 
one class); 83 percent of full-time faculty teach eight 
or more classes annually; a typical full-time faculty 
member generates an average of 547 student credit 
hours annually, and a typical full-time faculty mem- 
ber teaches an average of 21 students per class. The 
format for the faculty workload report is illustrated, 
and data are presented for the specific community 
colleges, which are grouped by size (large, medium, 
small).

Trends toward increasing federal involvement in 

higher education and the potential for additional 

federal mandated reporting are discussed. Areas 
where the relationship with the federal government 
has aided institutions are noted, as well as the possi- 
bility of harm to innovation and creativity. Histori- 
cal developments in which government became 
involved in higher education include: an unsuccess- 
ful attempt by the New Hampshire state govern- 

ment to take control of Dartmouth College in 1819, 

land-grant college legislation (the Morrill Act of 

1862) federally-sponsored research in agriculture 

and later defense-related fields coordinated by the 

National Research Council (NRC) established in 

1916, provisions of the New Deal, veterans’ educa- 

tion benefits (the G.1. Bill), the anti-Communist 

movement, the federal response to Sputnik (the Na- 
tional Defense Education Act of 1958), and incre- 
mental growth in appropriations to higher education 
from 1970 to 1994. The paper notes that federal aid 
to higher education has resulted in accountability 
for funds, and resources which could improve qual- 
ity are diverted to greater administrative oversight 
to ensure compliance. A partial list of legislative 
acts illustrates the size and complexity of federal 
regulations over higher education. Court litigation 
and controversies between the federal government 
and higher education are also considered. Restoring 
public confidence in higher education through insti- 
tutional assessment is identified as the primary vehi- 
cle available to prevent federal control, and to save 
any future form of self-regulation. (Contains 54 ref- 
erences.) (SW) 
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The impestense of considering the students’s goal 

for at y ce'lege in examining attri- 

tion is odéomed. A total of 282 new students (18% 

of all new students) entering a community college in 

fall 1990 were tracked. Four items from the Enter- 
ing Student Information Survey were examined: the 
degree the student plans to work toward at the com- 
munity college; for nondegree seekers, the number 
of courses the students plans to take; the highest 
degree the student plans to earn; and three “most 
important” goals. Followup letters were sent to stu- 
dents who completed the survey to determine 
whether the student attained their most important 
goal, and when applicable, the reason they did not 
return to the college. Student files were used to 
obtain additional information on student character- 
istics. Findings include: 32.6 percent of students in- 
dicated that they were not seeking a degree or 

certificate, while 159 were seeking a degree and 18 

were seeking a certificate; and 61 percent of those 

not seeking a degree were certain of their career 

choice, compared to 78 percent of those seeking a 

certificate and 64 percent of those seeking a degree. 

It is concluded that attrition should refer only to 

students who do not achieve their stated goals. Con-

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The effects of a writing-across-the-curriculum 
program on graduates 2 to 9 years after program 
completion at Saint Mary’s College (Indiana) were 
studied. A survey of 656 graduates (over one-third 
of the sample) from 8 graduating classes gathered 
data regarding the types of writing being utilized by 
the graduates, and the effectiveness of their writing 
curriculum in preparing them for their present roles. 
Findings included: nearly half the respondents indi- 
cated that their writing ability was a factor in obtain- 
ing their present job, and on average they spent 
nearly a fourth of their work week in writing tasks;

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The relationship between student satisfaction and 

performance and persistence were studied at a large 
midwestern, urban commuter university. A student 
satisfaction survey was completed by 1,643 students 
(out of 3,004 students), who rated their level of 
satisfaction with 48 specific and 5 general aspects of 
their college experiences. Performance was mea- 
sured by the spring semester grade point average 
(GPA), and persistence consisted of students’ reen- 
rollment status in the fall semester. Logistic regres- 
sion analysis took into account prior performance 
factors, student demographic characteristics, and 
satisfaction scales. Student satisfaction made a rela- 
tively weak contribution to predicting students’ aca- 
demic performance for the semester. The best 
predictor of performance was students’ prior perfor- 
mance, including cumulative GPA and high school 
percentile rank. Among the demographic variables, 
students’ age accounted for the largest portion of 
variation in spring semester GPA. Students’ general 
academic satisfaction contributed more to the pre- 
diction of nonpersistence. Results are presented for 
student subgroups identified through cluster analy- 
sis. One result suggested that single, female, 
full-time students may give more weight than other 
students to their level of satisfaction when deciding 
whether to continue schooling.

Teachers bring students into a conversa- 
tion about their learning perspective in relation to 
what will make them effective as learners in the 
curriculum. Consideration is given to: the rationale 
for research in a curriculum context; the contextual 
validity of the learning statements in the inventory; 
collaboration among researchers, instructors, and 
advisors; reframing validity as research and instruc- 
tion are combined; the value of putting learning 
ahead of research and measurement goals; integra- 
tion of research and measurement with instruction; 
use of qualitative and quantitative responses to in- 
terpret student responses to the inventory; measure- 
ment perspectives on score uses; items specific to 
the local context and philosophy of learning; and 
inventory revision based on statistical techniques 
and informed judgment. The inventory is appended, 
along with an educator's guide to the inventory.

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This study identified the likelihood of new, ten- 
ure-track assistant professor obtaining tenure at a 
large multicampus university (the University of 
Missouri system). Logistic regression was used to 
determine whether certain faculty characteristics 
help to explain who received tenure.

The University of Massachusetts system launched 
a legislative “Report Card” project in an effort to 
pre-empt accountability mandates and improve in- 
stitutional performance. In the process, the Univer- 
sity developed legislative survey and focus group 
tools, empowered a system-wide University Institu- 
tional Research Group; and developed peer com- 
parisons and other evaluative tools. The priority 
concerns regarding the university were surveyed 
with 93 state legislators. Meetings involving institu- 
tional researchers of the five ——— campuses 
identified types of data available, uniform defini- 
tions, and the following guidelines: use of peer com- 
parisons or other comparative data, use of graphical 
display data with limited text, responsiveness to leg- 
islative interests expressed in the survey, and use of 
evaluative information that was feasible for the five 
campuses to obtain. Forces shaping the develop- 
ment of the Report Card are addressed, including 
the explaining vs. evaluating role of institutional re- 
searchers, using formative vs. summative evalua- 
tions, and system vs. campus concerns. The Report 
Card was released to controversy both on and off 
the campuses. Lessons learned in the process are 
discussed, including many with application to the 
larger subject of accountability reporting. (SW) 
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Information was collected in 1993 from students 
who withdrew from courses in mid-term at a com- 
munity college either because they were dropping a 
course or departing from the college. This report 
documents withdrawal patterns of students during 
the calendar year of 1994.

from allied/technical courses, there were more 
likely to be departing from the college; there were 
few differences across curriculum areas for gender 
and racial/ethnic groups; the most common reason 
cited for withdrawal was conflict with work; more 
than 1,200 students who withdrew from the college 
felt the college could have prevented the withdrawal 
and cited reasons for their view.

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The long-term effects of undergraduate involve- 

ment on advanced degree attainment and career 
choice were studied. The longitudinal study in- 
volved 299 freshmen who entered college between 
1973 and 1976 and participated in the institutional 
research program's followup questionnaire 17-20 
years later. Astin’s Input-Environment Outcomes 
model and multivariate analysis with temporal se- 
quencing were used to control for various in- 
put-background characteristics so that the effects of 
selected undergraduate and post-college involve- 
ment variables could be assessed. The concept of 
“channeling” is used to explain some of the mediat- 
ing effects of post-college outcomes such as gradu- 
ate or professional school attendance, marriage, or 
early employment. The student's chances of obtain- 
ing an advanced degree after college appear to be 
enhanced by interactions with faculty, academic 
achievement, and academic involvement. Obtaining 
an advanced degree channeled men away from busi- 
ness careers, while women who went to work imme- 
diately after graduation were more likely to pursue 
business careers. The results suggest that the theory 
of involvement is applicable over relatively long 
time periods, and that it can and should be extended 
to incorporate various forms of post-college involve- 
ment.

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The academic progress of minority and non- 
minority community college transfer students 
toward baccalaureate degree completion was stud- 
ied using term-by-term longitudinal files. The study 
sample consisted of 1,179 students entering com- 
munity college in fall 1985 as first-time students and 
transferring to the university by 1991, and 990 stu- 
dents entering the university in 1985 as first-time 
students. Logistic regression analyses identified fac- 
tors among sets of student-oriented, institution-ori- 
ented, enrollment-related, and transfer-related 
variables that had significant impacts on degree 
completion for the community college entering co- 
hort.

The probability of 
degree completion for both minority and non- 
minority transfer students was enhanced by having 
a greater percentage of credits accepted, remaining 
in good academic standing at the university, enroll- 
ing full-time, and maintaining continuous enroll- 
ment.

A process for selecting peer institutions for budget 

and program review of public postsecondary institu- 
tions is discussed. Data from the Integrated Post- 
secondary Education Data System (IPEDS), a 
national database, were used to select peer institu- 
tions. The first task was to identify the kinds of 
institution representatives to include as participants 
in selecting the institutional peer groups, such as the 
president or chancellor, institutional planners and 
researchers, executive and budget officers, and pos- 
sibly focus groups representing faculty, deans, and 
others. Steps involved in the planning process were: 
(1) definition of purpose, (2) identifying the unique- 
ness of target institutions, (3) the initial screening 
process, (4) data fact finding and information gath- 
ering, (5) developing a model for screening potential 
peers, (6) making the final selection, and (7) validat- 
ing the peer list.

The student's financial aid was 
also indirectly affected by measures of the parents’ 
socioeconomic status: higher status resulted in less 
aid.

No intergenerational effects were found 
from student employment; current students did not 
work during college because their parents worked in 
college. The results strongly indicated that part of 
the intrafamily process of deciding how students 
should pay for college is the college financing expe- 
rience of the parents.

Students 
who rated themselves among the highest ability cat- 
egories at college entry were more likely to enroll in 
honors programs, be elected to a student office, and 
become resident advisors. Students who rated them- 
selves in the lowest and the middle categories of 
ability were more likely to be employed off campus, 
join a fraternity /sorority, and spend more time par- 
tying. Students who rated themselves as low ability 
were more likely to participate in intercollegiate 
sports and spend time socializing with friends. High 
ability students were more likely than medium and 
low ability groups to frequently dine, study, room 
with, and date someone of a different racial/ethnic 
background.

Pov- 
erty, social insecurity, and conflicts are predicted, 
with serious consequences for women. Suggestions 
include the need for the retraining and continuing 
education of women in the areas of technology, for- 
eign languages, assertive behavior, and enterprise.

This paper explores alternative explanations for 
the persistence of difference between girls and boys 
in their attitudes toward technology and science.

nations. A model for participation that emphasizes 
the importance of individual interests and percep- 
tions of abilities is proposed.

planning. A planning process which emphasizes re- 
defining goals and objectives and reordering priori- 
ties based on a dynamic environment, strategic 
planning has been considered to be particularly ap- 
plicable to the continuous technological flux and 
constantly changing situation of research libraries. 

In designing this survey on strategic planning, the 

ARL (Association of Research Libraries) was espe- 

cially interested in finding out how libraries have 

implemented strategic planning during the last five 
years, how useful it has been to those libraries, and, 
particularly, how successful it has been. Sixty-nine 
of the 199 ARL libraries responded to the survey, 
and of those 47 indicated they had produced a writ- 
ten strategic plan since 1989. Thirty-one libraries 
indicated that they had used other processes such as 
TQM (Total Quality Management), focus groups 
and surveys, planning task forces, retreats, long- 
range planning, and so forth. Of the 47 libraries with 
strategic plans, 38 have ongoing formal planning 
processes, only 12 of which were in place prior to 
the initiation of strategic planning. Most libraries 
initiated strategic planning as a response to the com- 
plexity of issues facing research libraries in the 
1990s. Stimuli included the need to maintain cur- 
rent levels of acquisition and more services, espe- 
cially electronic access, the university, or a new 
library director. Eighteen of the 47 libraries used a 
consultant. In most cases the director (24) or the 
assistant director (16) had responsibility for the pro- 
cess. Almost every library reported that strategic 
planning has enabled the library to address the key 
issues that generated the need for strategic planning 
in the first place. It has enabled the library to make 
informed decisions about the allocation of time, per- 
sonnel, and money, and has provided an overall 
structure in which to set priorities. The main body

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Designed to help library students gain an under- 
standing of building library collections for specific 
communities of users, this text presents the process 
of collection development. Emphasizing collection 
development in general, rather than the process in 
any particular institutional setting, the book pro- 
vides a discussion of needs assessment, policies, and 
selection. The process is streamlined by minimizing 
the variables involved in selection. This book re- 
flects the impact of technology on all phases of col- 
lection development and one chapter focuses solely 
on electronic materials. After reviewing the steps in 
the collection development process, it considers the 
role of publishers, explores specific types of publica- 
tions, such as serials, government information, and 
audiovisual and electronic materials. Discussion is 
included on such related subjects as acquisitions, 
distributors and vendors, fiscal management, dese- 
lection, evaluation, and cooperative arrangements 
and resource sharing.

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The simultaneous presence of a revolutionary 
change in information technologies and a growing 
demand for fundamental changes in the education 
system have set in motion a reassessment of the 
relationship among information, research, and deci- 
sion making.

The purpose of the 
second paper is to explore the relationship between 
the availability of information and improvements in 
the effectiveness of educational systems, particu- 
larly, but not exclusively, as it relates to the report- 
ing of research results, and to examine the 
implications for information and documentation 
services. The basic objective of this publication is to 
promote a dialogue among the three main partners 
in this process—political decision-makers, research- 
ers, and documentalists-based on systematic and 
up-to-date information. Such a dialogue should lead 
to a reduction in the rifts, misunderstandings, ste- 
reotypes, and obstructions that have often weak- 
ened the outcomes of this work.

In February 1993, the Information Infrastructure 

Task Force (IITF) was formed to articulate and im- 

plement the Clinton Administration's vision for the 

National Information Infrastructure (NII). The

tee to examine the intellectual property implications 
of the NII and make recommendations on any ap- 
propriate changes to U.S. intellectual property law 
and policy. This report represents the Working 
Group's examination and analysis of each of the 
major areas of intellectual property law, and focuses 
primarily on copyright law and its implications and 
effectiveness in the context of the NII. The ap- 
proach of this report is to discuss the application of 
the existing copyright law and to recommend only 
those changes that are essential to adapt the law to 
the needs of the global information society.

By 1995, 
the Commission had worked with scholars in six 
fields, forming scholarly advisory committees in his- 
tory, art history, medieval studies, modern lan- 
guages, and literature, philosophy, and Renaissance 
studies. Scholars in additional fields, including some 
of the sciences, have also been included through an 
interdisciplinary task force on the special problems 
for preserving research materials containing texts 
linked with images. At least two broad themes 
emerge in this report: the understandable reluctance 
of scholars to make choices because of the unpre- 
dictability of research needs, and the advisability of 
collaborative, cross-institutional preservation. 
Based on the committees’ work, the report suggests 
that a preferred option is for the Commission to 
work with scholarly associations in order to take 
leadership responsibility for preserving materials of 
priority importance for their fields. These commit- 
tees could also bear responsibility for promoting the 
preservation of its field’s most important research 
materials, address the question of which library ma- 
terials should have priority for digitization, and pro- 
mote the creation of a register of library materials 
that have been or are being digitized.

The roles and responsibilities of the library sys- 

tems officer continues to change as libraries move 

beyond the automation of library functions to offer- 
ing resources in electronic formats and electronic 
access to information about collections beyond the 
walls of the home institution. This survey was de- 
signed to collect data and document some of the 
changes that have occurred in the organization of 
systems offices in Association of Research Libraries 

(ARL). All 119 ARL member libraries were sur- 

veyed; 75 responded (63% response rate). Results 

are compared to a similar 1990 survey. Titles for the 
heads of systems offices varied: in 1990, the most 
common were “Head Library Systems,” “Head of 

Systems,” and “Systems Librarian”: in 1994, they

There are 691 systems office employees in 
the responding 75 libraries, reflecting a 37% in- 
crease from 1990. There was a 205% increase in 

network specialists, 30% increase in librarians, 33% 

increase in computer specialists, and a 46% decrease 

in clerical help.

cluding full-text versions of the “Helping Your

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The Allied Health Certificate Program at Massa- 
chusetts’ Bunker Hill Community College has been 
successfully integrating academic and vocational 
education since 1986. The integration of English as 
a Second Language, academic education, and occu- 
pational training was a direct response to requests 
from business and industry for a competitive work- 
force. To date, the program has trained 560 students 
from the Greater Boston area for patient care posi- 
tions in health care facilities. The target population 
of the program has been low income and/or welfare 
recipients who have had limited success in school. 
Over the past three evaluation cycles, enrolling a 
yearly average of 100 students, the program had a 
90% retention rate with over 50% of participants 
receiving Aid to Families with Dependent Children. 
Key elements of the program include the following: 
(1) occupational skills training; (2) integrated basic

The occupational training 
offers five certificate programs: patient care assis- 
tant, medical assistant, medical lab assistant, phie- 
botomy technician, and health careers preparation.

In spring 1995, Northern Nevada Community 
College (N NCC) conducted a survey of student sat- 
isfaction with NNCC’s services. Questionnaires 
were distributed to students in randomly selected 
classes at the college’s three sites, asking them to 
rate both the level of importance of, and their satis- 
faction with, selected college qualities and services. 
Completed surveys were received from 314 stu- 
dents, and findi were c ed to a national 
survey of 17,123 students using the same instrument 
in fall 1993. Study findings included the following: 
(1) items rated statistically higher by students at 
NNCC than in the national sample included excel- 
lent quality of instruction, helpful library and cam- 
pus staff, and and ac c 
labs; (2) responses that were statistically lower “than 
the national group included academic advisors 
knowledgeable about program requirements, the 
availability of internships, and a good variety of 
courses; (3) quality of instruction was rated as the 
most important item by respondents, while helpful 
Veteran’s Services personnel was the least impor- 
tant; (4) the largest gaps in terms of high importance 
and low satisfaction ratings were found for campus 
parking and security, the existence of channels for 
expressing complaints, and the availability of intern- 
ships or practical experience; and (5) the smallest 
gaps were found for a sense of belonging on campus, 
campus is well-maintained, and helpful bookstore 
staff. Findings for the three NNCC campuses are 
included.

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The Women in Technology (WIT) program at 
Texas’ El Paso Community College (EPCC) was 
established to recruit women into nontraditional oc- 
cupations, offering technical education, services to 
help retain women, and community outreach efforts 
to help change attitudes. This report describes out- 
comes for the 1994-95 fiscal year, focusing on five 
WIT objectives, activities undertaken to achieve 
them, and measures used to determine effective- 
ness. Introductory sections describe the program 
and general outcomes, indicating that over the past 
6 years, the number of women enrolled in technical 
fields at EPCC has increased 56%. Next, activities 
and performance measures for 1994-95 are pres- 
ented for the following five objectives: (1) to partici-

jors per quarter, with five interns being placed in 
spring 1995.

(1) 77% of respondents were very satisfied or satis- 
fied with the days classes met, compared to 63% for 
class times, and 58% for the variety of courses of- 
fered; (2) with respect to the availability of services, 
76% were very satisfied or satisfied with library ser- 
vices, 75% with instructor availability, 71% with 
computer labs, and 70% with the instructional sup- 
port lab; (3) the availability of food services received 
the lowest rating at 37%; (4) with respect to the 
quality of services, the highest rating was given for 
library services at 76%, followed by instructor avail- 
ability and computer labs at 72% each and instruc- 
tional support at 70%; and (5) the lowest rated 
service in terms of quality was food services at 46%. 
The project concluded that there was need for im- 
provement in the variety and times of classes sched- 
uled for evening students and access to selected 
services.

One method used by Alabama's Snead State 

Community College (SSCC) to measure student 
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learning is to compare student scores on placement 
exams, taken before core course work, to results 
from evaluation exams, taken upon completion of 
core courses.

(ACT) assessment tests or take the ACT Assess- 
ment of Student Skills for Entry Transfer (ASSET) 
placement tests for English and mathematics. Fol- 
lowing completion of academic core classes com- 
mon to all associate degree programs, student 
performance is then measured by the Collegiate As- 
sessment of Academic Proficiency (CAAP) tests. 
The decile rankings of SSCC students’ entry scores 
are determined in relation to those of their peers 
from community colleges nationwide and are then 
compared with decile rankings on the CAAP test. 
The data are arranged in a four-quadrant grid ac- 
cording to the following criteria: quadrant one stu- 
dents score low on both entry and exit, quadrant 
two students score low on = but high on exit, 
quadrant three students score high on entry and 
lower on exit, and quadrant four students score high 
on both exams. In a sample analysis of SSCC stu- 
dents, a total of 44% of SSCC students showed posi- 
tive change (quadrant two), 22% maintained their 
rankings (quadrants one and four), and 34% showed 
negative change (quadrant three). Finally, these 
data are anaiyzed to determine common factors 
among student quadrants to provide college plan- 
ners with data to improve student success.

Finally, the use of learning labs 
and distance education allows for the use of less 
expensive paraprofessionals and for holding classes 
without additional classroom space.

The resulting initiative 
called for changes in the following areas: (1) school 
policies and procedures to eliminate exclusive poli- 
cies; (2) school culture and the hidden curriculum 
(i.e., the underlying attitudes transmitted to stu- 
dents), resulting in the offering of diversity training 
for students. faculty, and staff; (3) the dominant

Community college leaders are responsible for 

creating an institutional climate that is supportive, 

nurturing, collaborative, integrative, empowering, 

and inclusive. In providing leadership, it is impor- 

tant to remember that collective wisdom can take a 

college much farther than operating according to 

one person's ideal. In managing a multifaceted orga- 
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nization like a college, it is important to remember 
the community-building power of information. At 
Parkland College, in Illinois, information has often 
helped to create order. For example, a child devel- 
opment center was developed when staff learned of 
children being left around the college while their 
parents attended classes. Similarly, a Center for Ex- 
cellence in Teaching and Learning was developed to 
develop new faculty when the college realized that 
a large number of faculty were nearing retirement. 
Other examples include international education ef- 
forts stemming from faculty recognition of the 
global marketplace and the making of budget deci- 
sions based on recommendations from a planning 
committee composed of representatives from every 
employee group. Community can be created at a 
college, not through rules, but through information 
that shapes beliefs and assumptions. At Parkland, 
assumptions regarding creating community include 
the following: (1) institutional climate will only 
change with impetus from the top; (2) quality and 
community flourish in an environment of trust; (3) 
hierarchical models of management do not work; 
and (4) before people can feel a sense of ownership, 
they must feel included.

At Phoenix College, in Arizona, most classes have 
seen an increasing number of disabled students, but 
usually only one student with a given disability is 
present. When five deaf students enrolled in a Plants 
and Society course in fall 1994, the instructor be- 
came aware of problems which were not evident 
with single disabled students. First, although sign 
interpreters were present the instructor noticed a 
communication gap with the students, especially 
with humor used to illustrate class material. More- 
over, the students’ grades were well below what 
they were capable of achieving. The situation was 
partially remedied when the deaf students chose to 
split into different lab groups and thus began com- 
municating with hearing students. In addition, the 
instructor decided to learn about American Sign 
Language to understand some of the obstacles. Re- 
alizing that the Internet would allow deaf students 
to readily communicate with others while helping to 
improve written English skills, the instructor also 
arranged a class on using the Internet for the deaf 
students. Despite these efforts, three of the students 
eventually dropped out of the college, while the 
other two transferred to state universities. It is de- 
termined that future hearing disabled students at the 
college will receive computer instruction early in 
their education.

(3) from 1992 to 1994, classroom utilization de- 
creased for 11 colleges and increased for 6; (4) from 
1992 to 1994, rates for heavy labs declined for 15 
colleges and increased for 6; and (5) overall, station 
use remained steady or decreased slightly compared 
to 1992. The second study performed a similar anal- 
ysis of use levels, but included classroom use for 
non-credit, continuing education courses to deter- 





mine differences in utilization rates for the colleges. 
This study revealed that, in general, classroom-use 
rates improved for about two-thirds of the colleges, 
with six of these moving above the standard when 
the additional use was counted. As expected, how- 
ever, neither heavy nor regular laboratory-use rates 
increased significantly.

A study was conducted by Prince George’s Com- 
munity College, in Maryland, to determine out- 
comes after 4 years for the 2,643 first-time students 
who entered the college in fall 1990. The analysis 
was based on an outcomes typology developed at 
the college which defines outcomes as award and 
transfer; transfer without an award; award without 
transfer; sophomore status with at least a 2.0 grade 
point average (GPA); achievers (i.c., a summary of 
the preceding four categories); still enrolled; drop- 
outs; or other special motive students. Outcomes for 
the fall 1990 cohort were then determined by eth- 
nicity, gender, attendance patterns, the need for de- 
velopmental education, and academic 
characteristics. Study results included the following: 
(1) for the 2,387 of fall 1990 degree-seeking stu- 
dents, 28% were categorized as achievers after 4 
years, with 137 earning a degree, 214 transferring, 
and 314 achieving sophomores status; (2)

rates than African-American and Hispanic-Ameri- 
can students; (3) 54% of the students who attended 
their first 3 terms attained achiever status, com-

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Writing Across the Curriculum (WAC) developed 

around the understanding that writing is a develop- 

mental, incremental procedure that is intimately 

linked to thinking. Two major branches in the WAC 

movement are the write-to-learn focus, or the push 

to incorporate writing tasks solely as strategies for 

teaching and learning course material, and the use 

of writing-in-the-disciplines courses to improve stu- 

dents’ writing and communication skills. WAC is 

important at two-year colleges because of the varied 

nature of their mission: They seek to prepare stu- 

dents for further study, but also offer associate de- 


grees in arts and sciences and certificate programs 
that prepare students for the world of work. Re- 
search estimates that 60% of new jobs will require 
solid reading and writing skills, but only one in four 
employees will have them. In planning a WAC pro- 
gram, it is important that the program: (1) be a 
grassroots effort started by interested faculty; (2) tie 
program goals to the college’s mission statement; 
(3) offer faculty across the curriculum support in the 
form of mentor systems, workshops, newsletters, 
paired classes, and team teaching; and (4) offer stu- 
dent support in the form of a full-service writing 
center with tutorial assistance.

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In an effort to improve the motivation of students 
with negative attitudes toward reading and writing, 
five student-based library projects were designed in 
an intensive reading and writing course at New Jer- 
sey’s Union County College. In the first project, 
student pairs were asked to find two articles from 
news magazines of the 1960's and 1970's that re- 
vealed something important about the United 
States, write a report on their findings, and share 
them orally with the class. The second project in- 
volved using the Reader’s Guide to Periodicals to 
find articles on the same or a new topic in three 
different years, and then compiling a list of nine 
titles, writing up the best three, and making another 
oral presentation. The third project was based on 
the reading of Elie Wiesel’s book, “Night.” Students 
were asked to find information about the Holocaust 
from three separate sources, skim through each to 
discuss their findings, and write a report on what 
they had learned, making connections to the book. 
As the students finished reading Weisel’s book, 
groups of three used the Reader’s Guide to find 
current articles on the Holocaust, select five titles, 
discuss their reasons for choosing them, and justify 
them in writing. In the last project of the course, 
groups of students created an anthology of articles 
on television violence, date rape, and teenage drink- 
ing using the library's CD-ROM search indexes, 
such as Infotrac. Working together in small groups, 
in partnership with their teacher and reference li- 
brarians, students in the course improved their read- 
ing, writing, and library skills and built confidence 
in their ability to succeed in college. (KP) 
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Placement, Two Year Colleges 
In August 1993, J. Sargeant Reynolds Commu- 
nity College, in Virginia, undertook a study of de- 
velopmental education (DE) practices in 
community colleges in Virginia and the other 14 
member states of the Southern Regional Education 
Board to determine factors associated with program 
effectiveness. Surveys were mailed to the presidents 
of 313 two-year colleges, requesting information re- 
lated to DE organization and staffing, policies and 
procedures for placement and instruction, instruc- 
tional delivery, funding, and assessment of program 
effectiveness. Study results, based on responses 
from 82% (n=257) of the colleges, included the 
following: (1) 46% indicated that DE courses were 
embedded within the traditional academic depart- 
ment and had no separate identity; (2) 74% indi- 
cated that they used nationally normed 
standardized tests to identify and place at-risk stu- 
dents, with 33% of these using computerized tests; 
(3) 44% indicated that funds were allocated through 
a basic budget plus adjustment for enrollment 
changes, compared to 33% reporting a fixed budget, 
and only 29% had a process for reviewing DE costs; 
and (4) end-of-course student evaluations were used 
by 62% of the respondents to assess DE effective- 
ness, periodic review of research reports by 50%, 
and comprehensive, systematic reviews by 42%. Ex- 
tensive appendixes provide tables showing re- 
sponses by state and cross-tabulations of eight 
factors associated with program effectiveness: deliv- 
ery system, level of the administrator responsible 
for DE, selection of placement tests, the process for 
assigning DE faculty, provision of training for DE 
faculty, restrictions on course load for DE students; 
processes for reviewing DE costs, and methods to 
reduce costs. (KP) 
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A model of organizational analysis and renewal 
specifically designed for community colleges was 
developed to take into account internal functioning 
as well as the demands of external constituencies. 
The model is based on three elements: differentia- 
tion, referring both to the division of labor and the 
attitudes and subcultures that result from that divi- 
sion; integration, or the amount of cooperation 
needed to achieve unity of effort in working toward 
organizational goals; and assessment of the external 
environment. The model was applied to two com- 
munity colleges: Columbia College, in California, 
and the West Campus of Pima County Community 
College District, in Arizona, to determine similari- 
ties and differences between organizational struc- 
tures. Similarities found in the campuses’ 
organizational structures included the following: the 
least amount of time was spent on long-term issues; 
there was a low level of certainty regarding external 
information; and there was a high level of certainty 
regarding internal information, but no consistency 
among unit leaders. Organizational structure dif- 
fered in that the West Campus emphasized peer 
relationships in accomplishing tasks, while Colum- 
bia focused on the task and took the peer relation- 
ship for granted. The model was found to be useful 
in recognizing barriers to integration in an institu- 
tion; adapting to the needs of the future; and placing 
an emphasis on the value of individuals, units, and 
the system itself in any institutional efforts. (TGI)

and graduation in the University System of Georgia, 
this six-part report discusses definitions and as- 
sumptions pertaining to retention and compares 
success rates for black, white, developmental stud- 
ies, and regularly-admitted freshmen students in 
USG senior and two-year colleges.

Section 3 discusses mul- 
tiple-year retention of first-time full-time students 
by institution, race, and admission status, revealing 
a fall 1984 through fall 1993 retention rate of 56.4% 
for senior institutions and 42% for two-year institu- 
tions. Section 4 focuses on bachelor’s degree gradu- 
ation of first-time full-time students by institution, 
race, and admission status, indicating that system- 
wide, 24.3% of the fall 1984 black developmental 
students graduated after 9 years, compared to 31.1% 
of other races. Finally, section 5 describes USG pro- 
i to improve student retention by 
counteracting the major causes of attrition, includ- 
ing developmental studies, student support services, 
minority student support, freshman orientation, 
Peer assistance programs, academic intervention, 
counseling centers, honors programs, academic ad- 
visement, and financial aid, while section 6 provides 
a summary and conclusions. (TGI) 
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Identifiers—*Service Learning 
The service learning instructional methodology 
integrates community service with academic in- 
struction and seeks to address local needs and de- 
velop students academic skills, sense of civic 
responsibility, and commitment to the community. 
The following elements are important for effectively 
organizing a community college service learning 
program: (1) start small; (2) identify key faculty who 
are interested in integrating service into their exist- 
ing courses; (3) get help from faculty, administra- 
tors, service learning teams, and volunteers; (4) 
conduct a community needs survey or resource in- 
ventory; (5) promote the program through student 
publications and word-of-mouth; (6) create a cus- 
tom-made service learning program that fits local 
needs; (7) celebrate successes by expressing appre- 
ciation to students, faculty, and local supporters; (8) 
form partnerships with community agencies; (9) in- 
corporate critical reflection for students into the 
program via journals, group discussions, or other 
methods; and (10) incorporate evaluation methods 
that measure changes in students’ attitudes toward 
community service and their coursework. Other 
considerations include ensuring adequate legal cov- 
erage for off-campus activities and establishing a 
strong infrastructure of financial and administrative 
support to sustain the program. Funding options 
include grants from state departments of education 
or local corporate foundations, federal money, 
grants from the Campus Compact Center for Com- 
munity Colleges, or alumni. (Lists of service learn- 
ing publications and organizations and information 
on the American Association of Community Col- 
leges’ service learning projects are included.) (KP)

The Newton Polytechnic Center (NPC) at lowa's 
Des Moines Area Community College (DMACC), 
is a cooperative effort among DMACC, lowa State 
University (ISU), the City of Newton, the Newton 
Community School District, and Maytag Corpora- 
tion to provide the community with innovative edu- 
cational services. The focuses on the 
development of personal /social skills, technical ex- 
pertise, and business excellence in the context of 
continuous improvement in an international envi- 
ronment. Programs provided include a comprehen- 
sive schedule of college credit classes, continuing 
education courses, industry training, adult basic and 
general education development courses, alternative 
high school programming, ISU courses, and com- 
munity services. A planning group comprised of 
representatives from the partners meets regularly to 
identify needs and schedule appropriate courses, ac- 
tivities, and programs. Based on the NPC experi- 
ence, techniques for establishing effective 
partnerships include listening to the needs of all 
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partners, deferring financial considerations to the 
final stages of discussion, and sharing leadership on 
an issue basis. Advantages to such cooperative part- 
nerships include maximizing resource use, fostering 
communication between groups with common edu- 
cational interests, and responding to the needs of 
the community. Current projects planned by the 
NPC include a software center to provide training 
to employees, a University of lowa Executive Mas- 
ters of Business Administration Program, and an 
industrial training lab.

In order to better serve Illinois individuals and 
schools, human service organizations niust pursue 
collaboration among and within state agencies, 
community organizations and resources, and fami- 
lies. Families have the primary responsibility for 
raising their children, but economic and social fac- 
tors make it increasingly harder for families to do 
this alone. In this context, Illinois human service 
agencies must support the efforts of families by, for 
example: (1) increasing the coordination of 
state-funded programs which provide subsidized 
early child care; (2) making Head Start and state 
kindergarten programs available to all eligible chil- 
dren; and (3) lessening the risk of abuse, neglect, 
and family disintegration by lowering the rate of 
teenage pregnancies. Collaboration among human 
service agencies entails shifting control of programs 
away from the state to the local level. At the state 
level, a new policy-making body called “The Office 
of Children, Youth, and Families” could coordinate 
planning for services and establish quality guide- 
lines. This office could then work with community 
coordinating councils who have the authority to es- 
tablish common goals; pool and manage resources; 
engage in joint planning, implementation, and eval- 
uation; and delegate individual responsibilities for 
specified outcomes. State and local and inter- 
agency partnerships should be mandated. An ap- 
pendix describing initiatives currently underway in 
Illinois is included.

Illinois Senate Joint Resolution 173 resulted in 

the appointment in 1994 of a 53-member Work 

Group on Early Childhood Education.

childhood education and care program. The group 
identified key issues, delimited legislative objec- 
tives, offered policy recommendations, and drafted 
legislation. Some issues highlighted by the group 
were: (1) to support working families, all Illinois 
communities need year-round, full work-day and 
flexible part-day child care programs; (2) these pro- 
grams should use family-centered approaches; and 
(3) current illinois early childhood programs are not 
part of one integrated system. Objectives of legisla- 
tion should include: (1) increasing the availability of 
quality child care for Illinois children; and (2) maxi- 
mizing available resources, coordinating services, 
and eliminating ineffectiveness in order to create an 
integrated child care system. Policy recommenda- 
tions include: (1) developing a statewide computer 
system to implement centralized waiting lists, bill- 

ing procedures, and administrative efficiency; (2) 

increasing reimbursement rates for subsidized child 

care; and (3) establishing a new coordinating body 
for all state and federal early childhood programs. 

The full text of the Illinois Early Childhood Educa- 

tion and Care Act of 1995 is included. (Four appen-

— and the text of the Senate Joint Resolution.)

This book describes the context of school reten- 

tion and evaluates its effects by tracking the experi- 

ences of a large representative sample of Baltimore 

(Maryland) school children from first grade through 

middle school. The first chapter is a discussion of 

major issues of retention such as: (1) why the topic

is often pushed aside in schools; (2) what research 
has been conducted in the area; (3) costs of reten- 
tion; (4) fairness; and (5) weaknesses in prior stud- 
ies. Subsequent chapters discuss: (1) the educational 
experiences of retained students throughout the 
8-year study period, including those with other 
forms of tracking; (2) characteristics of repeaters, 
including academic and adjustment problems of re- 
peaters prior to being held back; (3) the effects of 
retention on standardized test scores; (4) teachers’ 
evaluation of repeaters; and (5) retention’s effect on 
children’s attitudes toward school, self, and achieve- 
ment orientation. The book also discusses retention 
as part of elementary and middle school tracking, 
and as something which has many positive conse- 
quences and which does not necessarily impede aca- 
demic performance.

Results indicated that the most 
important factors to language acquisition are the 
economic advantages of children’s homes and the 
frequency of language experiences. The basic find- 
ings from the study are that children who were born 
into homes with fewer economic resources learn 
fewer words, have fewer experiences with words in 
interactions with other persons, and acquire a vo- 
cabulary of words more slowly.

Synthesized and summarized separately at the end 
of the guide are advice to schools implementing 
mixed-age programs, guiding principles and 
best-practices, developmentally appropriate prac- 
tices, instructional strategies, and types of teacher 
role and class management.

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Parent involvement in a child’s education consists 
of schools and parents working together to achieve 
maximum educational growth for their children.

The Illinois Rural Life Panel, a sample of approxi- 
mately 2,000 residents living in Illinois’ 76 nonmet- 
ropolitan counties, is surveyed annually about 
various issues. The 1993 survey results are reported 
in four brief summaries. In the first summary, which 
discusses health care, panelists indicated dissatisfac- 
tion with the current health-care system, yet were 
leery of the potential cost of a national health insur- 
ance program. Expectations of meaningful improve- 
ments under the Clinton administration were low. 
In the second summary, which discusses the quality 
of life in rural Illinois, the majority of panelists be- 
lieved that the quality of life improved rather than 
worsened. However, the percentage of panelists 
who felt that the quality of life in their community 
is deteriorating has increased steadily from 1989 to 
1993. Rural communities that maintained the qual- 
ity of public services, most notably schools, were 
most likely to avoid the vicious circle of population 
losses/declining taxes/declining services/more 
population losses. In the third summary, which dis- 
cusses state government and economic develop- 
ment issues in rural Illinois, balancing the budget, 
attracting new business, iding tax eases, and 
increasing funding for education were the high high pri- 
ority issues identified. The fourth summary com- 
pares panel responses to those of 5,600 rural high 
school students on questions about community life 
and problems, educational quality, teachers and 
schools, and employment and outmigration of 
youth.

The reality is that while many schools 
adhere to the legal requirements of Title IX, they do 
not necessarily grant girls a full measure of equal 
educational opportunities. At one level, schools 
have made much progress in eliminating sex dis- 
crimination from their policies, programs, and prac- 
tices. However, vestiges of sex discrimination, sex 
bias, and sex stereotyping remain. For example, al- 
though a policy prohibiting females from enrolling 
in vocational education courses historically nontra- 
ditional to their sex would be rare, girls and young 
women are not enrolling in large numbers in carpen- 
try, auto mechanics, heating and air conditioning 
installation, or other such courses.

This paper reviews the development of attribution 
theory as it relates to sport from Fritz Heider's origi- 
nal model of attribution theory in 1958 to the pres- 
ent. The original model explains that individuals use 
four attribution factors to interpret and predict the 
outcome of an event-ability, effort, task difficulty, 
and luck. Bernard Weiner built upon Heider's basic 
theory by organizing the four attribution factors into 
two dimensions: locus of control (internal vs. exter- 
nal) and stability (fixed vs. variable). A more recent 
model includes the role of emotional reactions and 
expectations of future performances. Other factors 
which are seen to affect performance outcome attri- 
bution include skill level effects and the syndrome 
of learned helplessness (when the probability of a 
desired outcome is perceived as not increased by 
one’s actions).

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Studies. Observation Techniques 

This paper describes the use of qualitative obser- 
vation techniques for gathering and analyzing data 
related to group processes during an Accelerated 
Schools Model training session. The purposes for 
this research were to observe the training process in 
order better to facilitate present continuation and 
future training, to develop questions for future 
study, to study hypotheses derived from the litera- 
ture, and then to relate these findings to the imple- 
mentation and impact of the Accelerated Schools 
Model Training.

Spe- 
cifically, the eight categories forced the trainers /ob- 
servers to focus upon important dimensions that 
may illuminate previously unobserved or latent ob- 
stacles to effective group activities and interaction.

The appendixes provide extensive bibliographies on 
storytelling, picture books, music, making instru- 
ments, and making books; a discography; a list of 
sources for instruments, books, and recordings; and 
a glossary of literary elements, literary terms, and 
music terms.

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The Mentor Teacher Internship Program (MTIP), 
a program designed to pair experienced mentor 
teachers with newly hired uncertified teachers, was 
evaluated for 1993-94. The purpose of the program 
is to provide non-evaluative and confidential colle- 
gial support for the interns, enabling them to de- 
velop effective teaching methods and encouraging 
them to remain as teachers in New York City public 
schools. Survey questionnaires were sent to all 
1,294 mentors, 2,613 interns, 41 district liaisons, 38 
United Federation of Teacher (UFT, a collaborating 
partner in the project), district representatives, 68 
principals, and 68 chapter leaders. In addition, eval- 
uators reviewed a sample of mentors’ activity logs. 
Results found that overall interns were quite satis- 
fied with the help they received. Other findings in- 
clude the following: (1) mentor most often shared 
information, products, and encouraged deliberation 
of options on coaching their interns; (2) instruc- 
tional strategies and classroom management were 
typically the focus o the mentor-intern conferences; 
(3) interns felt that they particularly benefited from 
the discussion of professional practices with their 
mentors and from mentors’ encouragement and 
support. Overall results indicated that the program 
had accomplished its major goals. Includes specific 
recommendations based on the evaluation.

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Even though videotape technology has been 

found to be an effective tool for evaluation of stu- 

dent teachers, this technology is often not used to 
assess performance in preservice clinical experi- 
ences. The purpose of this study was to explore the 
use of video technology as a tool for reflection in 
teacher education. In the study, student teachers 
and junior level field experience participants were 
required to videotape three teaching segments and 
to use those teaching samples as avenues for reflec- 
tion and self-assessment. Students completed writ- 
ten evaluations after each videotape session as well 
as a Preservice Teacher Reflection and Self Analysis 
survey. To provide a focus for their reflection, stu- 
dents were asked to consider three skill groups: in- 
terpersonal skills; instructional management and 
organizational skills; and questioning skills. Study 
results suggested that preservice teachers’ focused 
observations and reflections on their own teaching 
yield more reliable and helpful information than 
their attempts to self-assess their overall teaching 
competency. Student teachers tended to be more 
specific and descriptive in their self-assessment than 
did junior level practicum participants, and both 
groups demonstrated they were better at assessing 
their interpersonal skills and instructional manage- 
ment competencies than at assessing their use of 
questioning strategies. The results of this study sup- 
port the use of audiovisual technology as a tool for 
reflection in teacher preparation and suggest that 
preservice teachers could benefit from more instruc- 
tion and experience in videotaping, self assessment, 
reflection, and questioning strategies.

The role the media play in inciting 
violence is a hot and controversial topic, but many 
agree with the warning of the American Psychologi- 
cal Association that viewing violence increases fear 
of becoming a victim, with a resultant increase in 
self-protective behavior and mistrust. Violence is 
learned, and can be combated through teaching al- 
ternatives. The teaching of prosocial behavior at 
home and in school must be accompanied by the 
provision of health and social services to children 
and families. Conflict resolution and mediation pro- 
grams show promise in reducing violence. Violence 
prevention curricula are among the important ef- 
forts schools can make. These efforts can be sup- 
ported by community and youth organizations.

After a century of fairly steady decline, the official 
poverty rate among American children increased 
from 14.0% in 1969 to 19.6% in 1989, suggesting 
that the United States is losing the war on poverty.

Submitting Documents to ERIC 331 


What Kinds of Documents to Send ERIC 

ERIC would like to be given the opportunity to examine vir- 
tually any document dealing with education or its aspects. 
The ERIC audience is so broad (encompassing teachers, ad- 
ministrators, supervisors, librarians, researchers, media 
specialists, counselors, and every other type of educator, as 
well as students and parents) that it must collect a wide vari- 
ety of documentation in order to satisfy its users. Examples 
of the kinds of education-related materials collected are the 
following:

ERIC does not accept non-print materials (such as films, 
filmstrips, videotapes, tapes, records, cassettes, etc.) 
However, if such material accompanies a printed text, ERIC 
may process the printed text and refer the user to the accom- 
panying non-print components, as long as a source of availa- 
bility for them can be cited 


A document does not have to be formally published to be 
entered into the ERIC database. In fact, ERIC seeks out the 
unpublished or ‘‘fugitive’’ material not usually available 
through conventional library channels 





Selection Criteria Employed by ERIC 


* QUALITY OF CONTENT 

All documents received are evaluated by subject experts 
against the following kinds of quality criteria: contribution to 
knowledge, significance, relevance, newness, innovativeness, 
effectiveness of presentation, thoroughness of reporting, re- 
lation to current priorities, timeliness, authority of source, in- 
tended audience, and comprehensiveness 
¢ LEGIBILITY AND REPRODUCIBILITY 

Documents may be type-set, typewritten, xeroxed, or other- 
wise duplicated. They must be legible and easily readable. 
Letters should be clearly formed and with sufficient contrast 
to the paper background to permit filming. Colored inks and 
colored papers can create serious reproduction problems. 
Standard 8'"'x 11"' size pages are preferred. 

Two copies are desired, if possible: one for processing into 
the system and eventual filming, the other for retention and 
possible use by the appropriate Clearinghouse while process- 
ing is going on. However, single copies are acceptable. 


¢ REPRODUCTION RELEASE 

For each document submitted, ERIC requires a formal 
signed Reproduction Release form indicating whether or not 
ERIC may reproduce the document. A copy of the Release 
Form appears as a separate page in each issue of this jour- 
nal. Additional Release Forms may be copied as needed or 
obtained from the ERIC Facility or any ERIC Clearinghouse. 
Items for which releases are not granted, or other non- 
reproducible items, will be considered for announcement only 
if they are noteworthy education documents available from 
a Clearly identified source, and only if this information accom- 
panies the document in some form. 

Items that are accepted, and for which permission to 
reproduce has been granted, will be made available by the 
ERIC Document Reproduction Service (EDRS). 


Advantages of Having a Document in ERIC 
Contributors of documents to ERIC can benefit in the fol- 
lowing ways: 


¢ Announcement—Documents accepted by ERIC are an- 
nounced to some 2,000 organizations receiving the ab- 
stract journal Resources in Education (RIE). 


¢ Publicity—Organizations that wish to sell their own docu- 
ments in original copies can have this availability (together 
with address and price information) announced to users 
in RIE, thus serving to publicize their product. After the 
document is sold out at the original source, it is then still 
available through EDRS, if permission to reproduce has 
been granted to ERIC. (Original copy prices, while the sup- 
ply lasts, are generally less, and are therefore more attrac- 
tive to users, than EDRS on-demand duplication prices). 


¢ Dissemination—Documents accepted by ERIC are 
reproduced on microfiche and distributed (at no cost to 
the contributor) to the more than 800 current subscribers 
to the ERIC microfiche collection. 


¢ Retrievability—The bibliographic descriptions developed 
by ERIC are retrievable by the thousands of subscribers 
to the online database retrieval services (offered by com- 
mercial vendors such as BRS and DIALOG). In addition 
there are thousands of locations offering computer 
searches of ERIC based on either compact disk (CD-ROM) 
systems (offered by DIALOG, and SilverPlatter) or other lo- 
cal computer-based systems. 


¢ Always “In Print’”’—The presence of a master microfiche 
at EDRS, from which copies can be made on an on-demand 
basis, means that ERIC documents are constantly availa- 
ble and never go ‘out of print.’’

This archival function relieves the source of a distribution 
burden and solves the availability problem when the 
source's supply has been exhausted.

Resources in Education (RIE) is a monthly abstract journal covering the document 
literature of education. It is published for the U.S. Department of Education by the 
U.S. Government Printing Office (GPO). RIE consists of twelve (12) monthly issues 
(each announcing over 1000 documents and indexing them by Subject, Institution, 
Personal Author, and Publication Type) and two (2) cumulative semiannual indexes 
(January-June, July-December). RIE is sold by GPO on subscription or as individual 
issues on-demand. Stock is retained for only approximately six months; issues older 
than that are generally not available from GPO. Orders from foreign sources cost 
25% additional, as shown in the table below. 


NOTE: The Semiannual Index to RIE has been discontinued; the last issue was the 
volume for July-December 1994.
